Navy, and one of the Members of the Houſe of Commons now 
in Parliament Aſſembled.

Hat, Whereas the Sum of Five hundred eighty four thouſand nine 
| hundred ſeventy E.ght Pounds, Two ſhillings, Two pence, was rai- 
ſed by an Act of Parhament for the ſpeedy building of Thirty Ships 
ot War, and thereby appropriated to the faid Uſe ; By which A& 
it was particularly directed, That the Treaſurer of the Navy ſhould keep 
all Moneys payed to him by vertue of the faid AC, diſtin& and apart from 
all other Moneys, and ſhould Iſſue and Pay the fame by Warrant of the 
Principal Officers and Commiſſioners of theNavy or any three or morc 
of them; and mentioning and expreſſing that it 1s for the Building, tor 
the Guns, Rigging and other Furniſhing of tie ſaid Thirty Ships of War, 
and to no other Uſe, Intent, or Purpoſe whatſoever ; He the faid Edward 
Seymour on or about the year One thouſand fix hundred ſeventy ſeven; 
being then Treaſurer of the Navy, did, contrary to the ſaid AQ, and 
contrary to the Duty of his ſaid Office, lend the Sum of Ninety thou- 
ſand Pound ' at Eight Pound per Cer. ) parcel of the faid Sum raifed by 
the ſaid A& ( being then in his hands } for and towards the ſupport 
and continuance of the Army then Raiſed ; atter ſuch time as by an A&t 
of Parliament the faid Army ought to have been Disbanded, whereby 
the ſaid two ſeveral Acts were Eluded, and the ſaid Army was cc t- 
nued and kept on foot to rhe great Diſturbance, Hazard and Danger -f 
the Peace and fatety of the Kingdom; And the Nation was afterwaids 
put to a new Charge of raiſing and paying the ſum of Two hundred thou- 

fan pound tor rhe Disbanding of the faid Army. 


E e Secondly, 
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Secondly, That whereas an ACt of Parliament had paiicd tor Raifing 
or Money by a Poll, tor Enabling His Majeſty to enter into an Actu. | 
War againſt the French King, and the Money raiſed by Vertue of the faid 
Act, was thereby appropriated to the ſaid Ule, and to the Re-paymcnt of 
ſuch Perſons as thould turniſh His Majeſty with any Sams of Money, or 
any Stores neceſlary for the ſaid Service. 

And whereas certain Eaſt-land Merchants were deſired by His Majeſties 
Officers to furniſh and ſupply great quantities of Stores tor the Navy, 
and as an Incouragement rhereunto, were aſſured, that the Sum ot Fourty 
thouſand Pound, parcel of the Moneys raiſcd by the faid A&, was at that 
time attually in the hands of the ſaid Edward Seymerr ( which he did 
acknowledge ſo to be ) and did promile the ſaid Sum ſhould be payed to 
the ſaid Merchants in part of Satisfaction for the ſaid Stores, wiuch they 
did furniſh upon the Credit of the ſaid Affirmation and Undertaking, 
He the ſaid Edward Seymour did on or about the Year One thouſand fix 
hundred ſeventy eight, iſſue out and pay rhe faid Sum tothe Victuallers of 
the Navy by way of Advance, and for Proviſions not then brought in, 
contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of the ſaid At ; Whereas, the 
ſame by the Proviſion of the faid Act, ought to have been payed to the 
Eaſt-land Merchants, who had furniſhed His Majeſty with Flax, Hemp, 
and other Neceſlaries for the ſaid Service ; Of which ſaid Deceit and In- 
juſtice the ſaid Merchants did complain in the laſt Parhament. 

Thirdly, That the faid Edward Seymoxr being Treaſurer of the Navy, 
and then and ſtill having a Salary of 3000 /. per Annum clear tor the ſame, 
did, during the time that he was Speaker of the late long Parliament, 
receive out of the Monies Appointed for fecret Service, the Yearly ſum 
of 3000/7. over and above his ſaid Salary , which was conſtantly pay- 
ed to him, as well during the Intervals as the Seſſions of Parliament ; 
and particularly, during the Prorogation of Fifteen Months, 

Fourthly, That on or about the Eighteenth Year of His Majeſties 
Reign, and during a War with the States General of the United Nether- 
lands; He the ſaid Edward Seymour , being then one of the Commiſſi- 
oners tor Prize Goods, did, Fraudulently , Unlawwtully, and in Deceipt of 
His Majeſty, Unlade a certain Prizc Ship, taken from the Subjects of the 
ſaid States, without any Order or Authority for the ſame, and did Houſe 
the Lading and Goods of the ſaid Ship, and Lock up the fame without 
the preſence of any Store-keeper, and did afterwards Sell the ſame, pre- 
tending the ſame to be only Maſcarado Sugars, and did Account with His 
Majeſty for the fame as ſuch ; Whereas in Truth, the ſaid Ship was La- 
den with Cochineal and Indico, rich Merchandiſes of a very great Value.

Thofe men that hindered the paſſing that 
Bill, had a proſpe& of that 3 and if it be ſent up again, we are like to meet with great 
oppoſition. Bur be the Bill what it will, the Prefident is of the highett conſequence : 
The King has his Negative to all Bills 3 but I never knew that the Clerk of the Par- 
liament had a Negative, if he laid it afide or not. But confider, if we ſend up many 
good” Bills, if this be not ſcarched into, we may be deprived of them.

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tide here 3 and *twill be a great matter to hnd time to redreſs it. I Move therefore, 
that a Meſſage be ſent to the Lords fora Conterence, that ſome way may be tound 
out to give us ſatisfaction in thi great matter, 

H, B. 1 do concur with the Gentleman ſpoke laſt , that Parliaments are Prorogued 
and Diſſolved by the King 3 and now here is a new way found out to fruſtrate Bills. 
The King cannot take one part of a Bill, and reject another,but gives a direct anſwer 
to the whole. But to avoid thar, this Bill was never prcſentcd to the King, a thing 
never done before, I delire we may fend to the Lords tor a Contercnce, to repreſent 
this Innovation, and that a Committee be appointed to draw up Reaſons tor the 
Managers. 

IV. G. I was a friend to this Bill, ard I agree in all things concerning the weight of 
it. The laying this Bill alide, is ſuch a breach of the Conttitution of Pacliament,that 
*is in vain to paſs any Bill it this Miſcarriage be not ſearched into. By the conſtituti- 
on of Parliaments , all Bills but Money-Bills, atter they are paſt both Houſes, are de- 
poſited in the Lords hands 3 and, *tis below you to look after the Clerks for this Bill.

Sir R.T, Thavenot much to offer you , but I fwlly concur in the weight and con- 
ſequence of this matter , and you are to take all the care you can to ſecure it for the 
fature. Never any thing of this nature was done before, . but the Bill for obſervation 
of the Lords day in the late long Parliament, *Twas left upon the Table at a Conte- 
rence, and ſtolen away.

But our Debate is broke 3 one Gintleman ſaid, 
he would be content with a Committee , if not intended for delay. 1I do not doubt 
but this day will have its full effet. When *twas moved on Thurſday laſt, for this 
day to take into conſideration the preſervation of Religion, without naming Bill or 
Expedients, it gave a great credit to your work. I would have no diſcouragements 
upon people that have Expedients , by not going into a grand Committee. 
 R.H. We are perplexed in hyvin ſeveral Queſtions on foot. I ſhall put you in 
mind, that this Billnow propoſed, is no new nor ftravge thing. Our buſineſs I ſup- 
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poſe, is to find out Expedients to preſerve the Proteſtant Religion,and the Kings Per- 


ſon > here is a way has paſt two Parliaments already 3 a way no reaſonable objeGtion 
has ever been made againſt it 3 and a way rejeced by the-Lords in groſs , without of- 
fering any other. But I doubt, if other Expedients be trycd, if they prove falſe, we 
ſhall Oy the Proteſtant Religion. Some have ſaid, that Gentlemen apprehend 
they have Expedients 3 why then may not they be propounded , that the Houſe may 
judge whether *twill be worth going into a grand Committee to conſider then ? Bur 
if Gentlemen will have it their own way, or not at all, Ile tell you how this looks, as 
if they were ſomething one way , and nothing another : but he does not diſcharge 
his duty to his Countrey that does ſo ; therefore if Gentlemen have any Expedients , 
pray let them offer them. 

Sir 7. E. If the Houſe beof a mind not to enter into a grand Committee , I fhall 
offer my little Mite, as *tis every mans duty to offer Expedients that has any. . I 
doubt not but other men have, and better than me 3 but it we go not into a grand 
Committee , [ ſhall offer what IThave. I do apprehend by the Bill propoſed, that 'tis 
a Bar to the Succeſſion of the Duke , and places the Succeſſion in the next Heir. I 
{hall propoſe, if you pleaſe, not the Name of King, but the power as a Regency in the 


'next Heir *tis no new thing 3 in Spainand France , and (God knows) we have ſeen 


it done inggur Kingdom. If the Adminiſtration be placed ſafe in the perſon,that may 
have no power to reſign to the Duke, and may have full power and authority at the 
death of the King to call that Parliament which fate laſt , who ſhall have tin:e to fit 
to confirm this by Akt of Parliament. I hope this may be done, and n:ay be dune 
(ately, if you can contrive ſuch a way. 

Sir N.C. AsI underſtand, *tis propoſed, that the Government ſhall be in Regency 
during the Dukes Life I would be fatished it the Duke will not ſubmit to that,whe- 
ther thoſe that fight againſt ic are not Traytors in Law. 

Sir I, P. I think this you arc upon a matter of great wcightz fome Expedient 
has been offered you, I believe as yet but a crude one, and I cannot imagine will ever 
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be an effeQrual one. He that moved it, tells you , he hopes when drawn into better 
form,it may do what you defire.It excludes the Duke and in his place, the next in the 
Succeſhon ſhall have the Regency in him. —— But our laſt At left it in the Law. 
Conſider what is a Regency 3 I never heard of it,but of a Prince in poſſeſſion, in Mi- 
nority or Lunacy, and it has generally been very unfortunate. But to talk of a Re- 
gency in futuro, in condition and limitation of time, I never heard of, This Expe- 

ient doesnot an{wer the Kings Speech , nor your former Bill; they make the King 
but a (ſhadow. and they divide Perſon from Power , our Law will not endure it. The 
Perſon divided from the Power, both will be courted 3 and who that next Heir will 
be we know not. The King Jeads you t-» conſider Expedients , but ſuch as will con- 
fi with the ſafety and dignity of Monarchy, This muſt be two Kings at the ſame 
time,one by Law, and another by Right. Portugal gives us ſome inſtance of Regen- 
cy , where the King was put into priſon for Miſcarriages in the Government, and his 
next Heir made Regent z but there is a vaſt difference in theſe twocaſes. The Kin 
of Portugal was ſet alide for perſonal Miſcarriages, not for being a Papitt 3 and which 
is another thing, that was preſent , this is to come. If this Queſtion be tolet the 
Duke in, and then nuake a Queſtion whether Allegiance be due to himz but I am a- 
fraid, that unleſs we be true to thoſe we repreſent , from whom by expreſs direction 
moſt of us are to purſue the Bill, &c. we ſhall not be avowed in what we do, The 
Bill, &-c. has been under conſideration of all the people of England , and perhaps all 
the Proteſtants of Exrope; all the Wits of Learned men have made their Objections 
againſt it , yet notwithſtanding, all people are ſtill of the ſame mind, And now 
we run upon the moſt miſ-ſhapen thing , which it may be two or three years before 
we underſtand it, and we may expedct to have an operation of it no body knows when. 
1 ſee very little weight in it, unle(s improved by ſome other perſon 3 therefore I am 
for the Bill. 

Sir T. Litt. We are flying at a great matter, To fight againſt the D. if he ſhould 
be King —— God forbid. — We have been told three or four times of Dire&ions 
Gentlemen have had from their Principals, to be againſt all thoſe things of Expe- 
dients , and to infift upon the Bill of Excluſion, &c. I would not have that way 
much cheriſhed, *tis an uncertain thing 3 and no footſteps remain of any Papers from 
their Country, 1 take the meaning of that going down, is to conſult their Neigh- 
bours tor Dire&ion what todo. I hear talk to day of Parliaments of France,but this 
way 15 as dangerous 3 like the States of Holland to conſult wyh their Principals before 
they refolve, molt unuſual and of very dangerous conſequence. A Regency has been 
propoled ty {cure the Adminiliration of the Government in. Proteſtant Hand, fo as 
not to alter the Conſtitution of the Monarchy ; and this alters the Conſtitution of 
the Monarchy the leaſt imaginable. A Regency in room of a King, and the 

Monarchy goes on. We have had Regent Protectors, call it what you pleaſe, Pri- 
mus Confiliarius, in caſe of a Minor Prince 3 but I propoſe not this. If you alter the 
Government, 1 am againſt it 3 but here is offer'd a Regent in place of the King, or 
transferring the Government. But it may be ſaid , Where ſhall the Duke be all this 
while? That point I think is pretty well over, there is no defigne »of Seclufion — 
The Lords would have Baniſhed him 600 Miles from England. — The Duke has an 
Eſtate, and he as all men beſides loves it, and will not part with it , and will do no- 
thing to forfeit it. But your Bill of Excluſion ſecludes the Duke, and the 
Crown then is to fall as it does fall, What is then the Caſe? You muſt imagine, 
either his own Daughter will take up Arms, if the D. attempt the Crown, or {ome- 
body elſe will, to keep him out » and that will raiſe ſuch an Anger in the Duke's 
minde, whether will they ſhelter themſelves? Not under his Daughter they muſt 
naturally (heltex themſelves and run into Arms. Cromwel's way was to keep up an 
Army ot Sixty Thouſand Men for his Security , eſpecially an Army fleſht with Vi- 
Gory -—- And they that have it will keep it. We are not in the condition we were 
tormerly 3 when the Lords cheriſhed their Tenants by good Leaſes, they could raiſe 
an Army, and ſend them home to their houſes when they had done what they were 
raiſcd for : But we are now in another way 3 raiſe an Army, and they will think of 
theix own Intereſt to be kept up. But if it fall out thus , your Bill leaves it very 
looſe. -— Afloon as this Bull is paſt, ſuppoſe the Regency eſtabliſhed in the Princels 
of Orange or the Lady. Anne; aud in the ſame Law a Commitlon be ſent _ e 
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take an Oath from her ſtrictly to execute this Law , you are then not left in'that 
looſe manner you will be by the Bill, &c. *Twill be a far leſs matter for her to ſave 
a Family, before Misfortune come upon it, than to-take the Government upon her 
afterwards, in the trouble of an oppolition, But it may be faid, What needs all this, 
*tis juſt nothing but retaining the name of K. in an exiled man ? --- — But tis 
leſs violation in her to Govern in her Fathers Name, than to take the Kingdom from 
him. It may be wondered, why in Portzgal, upon Depoſing that King , there was a 
great Debate of the three Eſtates (though they hold not the proportion as they do 
here.) In this great Debate, the Commons were for Don Pedro to be King, the No- 
bility to have him Regent, the Ecclcftafticks Demurr'd 3 but at laſt both came over 
to the Nobility. But Don Pedro ſtuck here, and would fiill leave his Brother the Title 
of King, and would lcave nothing of ſhelter, to force Nature too far. There are Re- 
ſerves in the King's Speech , -I cannot but take notice of by the way. There is an- 
other thing to be conſidered, Some will be paying a deference to the Sacredneſs of 
a Crown, for Governments ſake. This Objection looks like ſomething, He is like to 
be five hundred Miles off, &c. and a Law to take vp Arms againſt him. -— How was 
that Law, that the King and Parliament have power to diſpoſe of the Crown? 'It 
was then an Opinion amongſt Lawyers, that the Crown was unalicnable; but when 
that Law was made , that-Opinion was damw'd under a Penalty 3 theugh '*twas a 
ftanding Maxime , before that Statute was made. It fo, this new Act will be a 
Warrant for what is propoſed, as that was for the other. For my part , I have had 
the ill fortune to have the wind in my face , and to be againſt the general Opinion 
and ſtream of the world; and having had for ſome time no ſhare in the Government, 
I may ſpeak poſſibly more freely than they that have. *Tis a great Crime to ſpy 
things too ſoon, which makes men apt to run from one Extreme to another, I 
have propoſed the beſt Expedient I can, and moſt ſafe ; but I am afraid,if you do no- 
thing in this-great Afﬀair now it is ſtarted (I'll grapple with neither of the Expe- 
dients 3 ) but it you do nothing, but let the thing lye looſe , you'll gratifie the Jeſuits 
by our confuſion , and the Commonwealths-men to ſhuffle the Cards again. _ But if 
you go into ſome Medium, both theſe ſort of men will be undone. 

Sir W. F. 1 have heard with great Attention this very Learned and able Gentle- 
man. I am really of opinion, it any better Expedient could have been found our, 
than what has been propoſed, that he aſſoon as any Gentleman would have propoſed 
it. But I am amazed, that ſo learned a Gentleman ſhould not fee through this Ex- 
pedient. That which 1I take for the Expedient is , the Duke to retain the name of 
King, and the next Heir to be under the Title of Regent or ProteEtor : What does 
he mean by next Heir? For any thing I know and believe, it is the Dukes Daughter ; 
but it may be the Duke may have a Son. Either 1 have a great cloud upon my 
Underſtanding , or this is firange , that it the Duke have a Son , and ſhall he at a 
Day. a Month, or a Year old be Regent ? Suppoſe the Princeſs of Orange come over, 
and (he dye, (the Prince of Orange has no Right to the Regency) and ſhe leave a 
Child, and that Child be Regent , that Child muſt have a ProtcQtor 3 and fo there 
will be a Prote&tor of a Protector. But, Sir, we are told, that nothing but to keep 
up the Greatneſs of the Government makes them go from the Bill of Exclution co this 
Expedient. But is it ſo great and pleaſing a thing to wear a Crown, and be called 
King, and have no Authority ? It is much worſe than to looſe an actual Crown 
and the poſſcfſion of it. If the Bill paſs, and the Duke be Baniſhed 500 Miles off, it 
muſt be out off England — if the name will pleaſe him, in Civility beyond the 
Sca he ſhall be King, and it will be as much to his purpoſe beycnd the. Sea to be 
called King only, as here. —- But for the Security of his Eſtate being here : He 
that would venture the loſs of a Kingdom for Religion , will his Eftate too 3 that's 
but a weak ty, It is leſs Injuſtice to tak? away the Crown and Fower from him, 
than-to have of both but the Name. If you allow the Duke the Name, it will im- 
ply a Right; therefore for that to be uſed as an Argument is firange. But why is 
this Contention and all this ado, I wonder, for an empty Name ? But Iam afraid 
-this Expedient is a kinde of Jeſuits-powder (I do not think the Gentlemans Intent or 
Opinion is for the Jeſuits) but a wiſe man may over-do ſometimes. —— It you do 
not Exclude the Dukes Title, the Duke is King ſtill, and then will Learned Lawyers 
tcll you, that by 1 H, 7. all Incapacity is taken away by the poſlcfſon of the ages * 
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If you take not away the Difcent of the Crown, and that the Duke has a Title to be 
King, then, without doubt all incapacitics fail, -—— bur if the thing may be ctfecqu- 
ally done, I amas willing to exclude him the Name, as well as the ppwer z but Law- 
yers know no diftintion, - - When the Lady comes to be Regent, not only Na+ 
ture, bat Conſcience will put her upon giving Ceſar his due 3 and perhaps that Text 
ſome of our Divines will preach apon. They'l ſay,that the Parliament by what they 
have done, acknowledge a good Title in the Duke. But if he be King, as the Parlia- 
ment allows him to bein Name, he has right of Deſcent , and ſo will be reltored to 
all the Rights of King. —-—' An Argument vpon Queen Mary like this,. reſtored the 
fr Fruits and Tenths. Another thing perhaps may come from them that pro- 
poſed this Expedient , (I do not believe it came from that Gent. &c.) it you had paſt 
the other Bill, great many would not ſubinir._to it 3 but it you paſs this, if the ay 
have right to be King, and be kept from the Adminiſtration of it, I doubt whether 
ſhall tight againſt him. And the Papiſis will ſay, you have got a Law to ſeparate that 
which is inſeparable. IT would, if I were as the Duke, have this Bill to perplex my 
oppoſers, rather than a clear one. He has told you of an Army to maintain che Bill, 
&c. —— which will not ſoon be laid down. But why an Army ? — —_ It there 
muſt be an Army for your Bill , there will be four Armies requiſite tv maintain the 
Expedient. — --- A Prote@or has been propoſed, not like that of E. 6. who was ht- 
tle more than the now Lord Preſident of the Councel. — But certainly they who 
propoſed the Expedient, would have by it the ſame power of letting in the Duke, as - —” 
of keeping him out, Therefore I move to lay aſide this conſideration , and take up 
the Bill as has been Moved tor. | | 

L. G. I think it is fit we ſhould preſent Reaſons to the King for paſſing this Bill of 
Excluding the Duke, &*c. I do think that the Adminiſtration of the Governmenc 
has been in ſuch hands fpce the King camein, that though the Miniſters have been 
changed , yet the ſame principles remain to this day, though ſome have been remo- 
ved. — -— The breaking of the Tripple League, the taking of the Dutch Smyrna- 
Fleet. The King of France makes War for his glory, and we for nothing but to get 
Riches to make the King Abfolutc. Such a violation was done upon the Rights of 
the people as has been done. - He was called down to Order — —— 

E. V. A Queſtion ſo extreamly well ſpoken unto,to be interrupted with any angry 
Queſtion, is not very decent at this time z what is ſpoken of, is matter to be enquired 
into another time, though the Gentleman does it with a worthy intent. It any Gen- 
tleman have any thing elſe to propoſe, pray hear him. 

[_L. G. Goes on.] l intended to Move you for Reaſons to induce the King to paſs this 
Bill. The firange and diſhonourable'Retrenchments made in the Kings Family. — 
He is ſurrounded by the Dukes Creatures. — *Tis not fafe for the King to part with 
any oge Miniſter,unleſs he part with all ; and when theſe men have got a Bank of mo=-... 
ney for a Popiſh Succeſſor, then will be the time to take away the King, 

Sir F, W, This we are upon is a matter of great weight and difficulty. Let any 
man that can, maintain this Expedient, or give you a new one. 

Sir T. M. I have heard with patience this Expedient which has been well offered , 
and [ believe miſtaken by the Gentleman who anſwered it. I muſt ſay this,your Que- 
ſtion and your buſineſs is Religion, and 1 have given as good proof of my zeal for the 
Proteſtant Religion this twenty years asany man hasz andI have been for this Bill of 
Excluding the Duke, &c. I am of opinion ſomething muſt be done to ſecure Religion. 
For the point of Law mentioned, it the Law be ſuch, That Dominion muſt run with the 
Name of King , that ſingle Reaſon is to carry the Debate. But if I anſwernot that, 
I am at an end. But ſure thoſe words that can diſinherit a King, may make this Ex- 
pedient Law, I would not riſe now , if I thought the Bill to Exclude the Dake, &c. 
could paſs 3 my grounds are but conjectures. The lalt Parliament I did think this Bill 
would paſs with greafing the wheels. The condition of England is thus; we donecd 
one another, both King and People; and we have need to make uſe of a Parliament to 
athſt one another , to relieve us in the difficulties we are in. If the Dxke ſhould be 
King, he will need a Parliament, and fo will the people. In order to this, it another 
Expedient can be found out as like this , though not the ſame, which no objeGion of 
Law could deſtroy, he would do the King and Kingdom great.ſervice and advantage 
who would produce it. In this nec:ihty = are like two great Armies encamped up- 
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on two Hills, and neither dare remove, not for want of Valour, but from their Rea- 
ſon: he that has the laſt loaf ſtays longeſt , neceſſity compels the other to diſcamp. 
At laſt it muſt be bne ſide or other, or elſe England will have the worſt of it. But if 
none will venture to clear the matter in point of Law, I am-anſwered. If any could 
alter that Bil, that it ſhould not be the ſame we have had twice before, I ſhould like 
if, Tlike this Expedient offered you , for *tis a Bull of Excluſion, and (© ſtrong a one, 
that the Duke may chooſe the firſt rather, I am for the nail that will drive to do our 
buſineſs. If Gentlemen have other thoughts, pray ſo contrive it , that we have one 
Bill or t'other. 

W. H. All the Expedients I have heard yet , are like a Corcumber, when you have 
well drelt it, throw it away. Theſe Gentlemen tell you , they will bring in a Bill of 
Exclnding the Duke from the Regency, &c. This propolition is cither honeſt or not; if 
it be honeſt and without deſign , then all the diſpute berwixt the King and Vr,will be, 
whether' the Duke (hall have a Title to the Crown. But I hope the King will rather 
gratifig the Nation, than the Dake. If this be not honelt, and people about the King 
circumvent him, they will find means from day to day to divert him. Why was 
England (© fond of Calis, but to have ſome tootſtep into Frence £ And ſo this Bill, let 
the Bill paſs, and all thoſe Gentlemen who have dependency upon the Dwhke , if he 
come to the Crown, will change matters. 

Sir F, IW. A worthy Member not being ſatished with Arguments of Law againſt 
the Expezient, that calls me up, as in my profcfſion, The Queſtion about this Bz/l of 
Exclufwn, that *tis lawful in Conſcience,no man will oppoſe : the great oppoſers of it 
in the Lords Houſe, agreed it lawful when they threw it: out, — Not Fare Divino un- 
lawful concurrentibus its qui concurrere debent, Some Gentlemen told you , their Conn» 
try gave them Inftrucions to preſs this Bill of Exclufion,&cc. Sir T. Litt. faid, it was 
dangerous to take Inſtruftions from the Comntry : But I ſay, *#is much more to take it 
from Corrt, Parliaments formerly upon any extraordinary matter, ftaid, and ſent 
their Members to conſult with thoſe who ſent them. I am not ſubjugated (when I 
am here) to what the Country does propoſe. I am: as much againſt a Repzblick, as 
he that fears it; but I am a Proteſtant. I fay , I know Sir T. Lit. to be of that 
Experience and Reaſon, that if he go away ſatisfied in this matter, he will do all the 
good he can in the poſt he is in. But to keep cloſe to this Queſtion 3 It being al- 
lowed by Law ; That an Exclufion of the D. from the Crown may be; the next thing 
is to conlider the Expedient of the Regency propoſed. The ſame Authority that can 
make a Deſcent of. the Crown , may modifie it, He argued to ſhew that the Re- 
gency would make the Pxhke inſignificant in the Adminiſtration of the Government. 
Now the Queſtion is, which is the moſt practicable. We Lawyers are apteſt to go on 
the rongeſt fide , and to call every thing Prerogative. Vle put youa caſe, in King 
Fames's time, the Sheriff of------ there was an exception in his Commiſſhon , Mat he 
thould not keep the County-Court of=----- but ſhould have all other Exerciſes of his 
Office. But the Judges reſolved he was Sheriff to all intents and purpoſes , and that 
he could not be hindred keeping the Coznty-Court. An Act of Parliament againſt 
common ſence is void. To make a man King, and not ſuffer him-to exerciſe Kingly 
_power,is a contradiCtion. Some clauſes formerly in Afs of Parliament, were flattering 
clauſes, to ſatishe the people, and not let them have the thing. Should this of the Ex- 
pedzent be an: AG, *tis nonſenſe, and may be ſaid hereafter,the Houſe of Commons were 
outwitted. - I owe the Drke obedience if he be King : but if he be King. and have no 
power to govern, he is the King and no King. I have urged this to ſhew, that this is 
no Expedient, it blears only peoples Eyes , and is no ſolid ſecurity. To ſay the Dake 
values his Eſtate, which. he may forfeit, &c. He loves a Crown too very well , there- 
for2 you are- not to arm your {clf .in point of Conſcience , but in point of Reaſon. 
The laſt Parliament I did. ſee,by the management of the Papiſts and the Miniſters, that 
without this Bill of Exclefion, our ruine is irrefiſtible. If the Dake come to the Crown, 
he brings with his Religion Meram Imperixm, and that made me tond of the Bill 3 but 
if by Law the Dxke never was King,there is no caſe of Conſcicnce lyes upon us in his 
Excluſion. IT will only make this obſervation of the Kings Speech, in relation to this 
Queſtion.------ Andif it be praficable, the ridding of our ſelves quite of that Party, &c, 
and not to lay ſo much weight upon one Expedient, as to determine all others are ineffetiual, 
vide Speech. The two main points (it ſeems) the King doubts himfclt, and all _ de- 
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livered by the King in great wiſdom, is clipt off to this Expedient of the Regency. You 
ſee now we come to Expedients 3 the Miniſters have had two Parliaments to conſider it, 
and now we are come to this Expedient of the Regency. I find no ſecurity in Law by 
this Expedient 3 you take away nothing, by this Expedient , and therefore hope the 
Bill of Excluſion will paſs. I hope that reaſon, and not great Othces, will take men off 
from their Nemine contradicente, I ſpeak this as if I were a dyivg man , and humbly 
Move for the-B1I, ec. 

H. B. I have it in command from my Country, That they apprehend no Expedient 
to ſecure us from Popery, but that the Remedy will be worſe than the Diſcale,enleſs this 
Bill. I have heard as yet no Reaſon given againſt it. But there is an aligquid latet. 
If the D. be not ſet alide,] am ſure the Government will be 3 and therefore I am for 
the Bill of Excluſion, cc. | : 

Sir T. M. 1 know not how far Sir Fr. W. Argument may be preſt, what Bill 
ſoever we may have. Pray let us have the Law on our ſides, that it the K. ſhould 
dye , we may know whither we are to go.” I think the K's Speech is penncd as it 
ought to be penned 3 and ſhould a K. ſpeak poſitively to what Laws He would have, 
we are an Triſh Parliament, and not an Engliſh 3 but the K's words are tender words. 
The thing lies fairly before you, if any Expedient can be thought of , not to deſtroy 
the Monarchy 3 and if the next preſented be not the beſt , not to refuſe the next. 

E. V. You have had an Expedient offered you of a Regency, &c. inſtead of the Bill 
of Excluſion, &c. Pray conſider what this Regency is ? *Tis the whole Office of a 
King, to appoint Judges, call Parliaments, &c. "This Power they would take away 
from the Dake. . But it by Law they will reſerve the name of King to the Duke, *tis 
to bring a War upon us , and to bring the Dxke in by force. This Regency mult be 
ſupported by War, as well as the Bill of Excluſion, By the 13 Eliz. the Crown is not 
alienable by the K. but may be alienated by King, Lords, and Commons. And when 
that Statute was made, no Swecceſſour was named, to keep King Fames .in awe 3 which 
] conceive was the Reaſon why none was named in the laſt Ball of Exclufion. Though 
we have bin frighted out from that Bill by Prorogations and Difſolutions, yet *twill not 
frighten them whoſe Reaſons go along with it. And I am-for that Bill, becauſe all 
men are for it, aud have ſent up the ſame Parliament again that paſt it. But if you 
| lead people into uncertainties in the Governmgnt {as this projet of Regency un- 
doubtedly will do) the Coxrt and the Conntry will be of a minde to lay aſide Parlia- 
ments, becauſe they are uſeleſs. 

Sir H. C. Peoples eyes are now enlightncd , and all the world over they are an 
informed people, The Paptſts care not who is K, if he be @ Papiſt. And ſo be pro- 
ceeded much to the ſame purpoſe in ſeveral Speeches in the laſt Parliament. 

Col. G. L. I would not have ſpoke fo much out of duty to my Maſter , but for the 
duty I owe to my Country, I owe a new obligation to the K. for I am the D's 
Servant from the K. My Father was a Servant to the late K. and this; and I have 
my protection under Him. I was bred in England , and for his Service at Sea, I 
know my-own weaknels, not- being bred to the Law 3 but by enquiry I finde, that 
the Dofrine of diſpoſing a Kingdom from the Right Heir is Damnable : and *tis the 
Doctrine of the Church of Rome, I have heard that in the 24. FE. 3. the K. de- 
manded Advice of the Parliament., in matters relating to the Crown, The anſwer 
was by the whole Parliament , They could not adviſe in any thing relating to the Crown, 
nor of Diſmberiting Him to whom they were ſworn, The Fundamental and Common 
Law of England has made the Dake Heir to the Crown, if the K. haveno Sons, . The 
Title of Hen. 4. was confirmed by Parliament , but he laid his Claim of Deſcent 
from H. 3. and it continued in that Deſcent till H. 6. and then the Parliament de- 
clared that thoſe As were not binding, but unjuſt 3 and declared the Oaths of Al- 
legiance to thoſe Kings infamous and wicked 3 and ſo the Right Heir came in. H. $. 
had Power to diſpoſe of the Crown, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, to place and 
diſplace the Crown at his pleaſure, yet all his right Heirs came to the Crown though 
Fane Gray claimed it by vertue of that Will , and baited her Title with Religion. 
Queen Elizabeth made a Law, That whoever did maintain, That the Crown could not be 
difpoſed of by Parliament, ſhould be Guilty of Treaſon,&c. and for ever after of Premunire, 
But tince that, there is a Reſtitution of King Fames , which acknowledged bim law- 
tally, rightly, and juſtly the next Heir to the Crown , and did beſeech the K. to ac- 
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cept of theit Allegiance to him and his Poſterity : And I think our Anceſtors ſwore to 
the K.8-his poſterity,as well as we.” Tis a great Happineſs to this Nation that both the 
Lines are united,avd that we are rid of the Misfortunes of the Barons Wars. We have 
had Attempts to turn the Government into @ Republique, And who knows but that 
if you put by the Right of the D. the Revenue of the Crown being much upon the 
zeople, but that there may be Attempts to turn the Government into a Republick again ? 

hen my Father was in Priſon in the late Troubles , an eminent man then in Power 
in diſcourſe with him ſaid, T have obliged you, and if the K. come in, as I believe He 
will, then think of me Look to your ſelves os you are in the Saddle again: If once you 
divide, adiex to Monarchy for ever, If you keep out the D. what mult follow ? An 4& 
of Aſſociation 3 1 ſpeak now for England,and tor my Polterity {1 have ſeven Children, ) 
How will this look ? The Kings Father Murder'd , and his Brother taken from Him ; 
Will this take no effect with the King ? I wiſh the Duke many happy. days, but the 
King more from my heart than the Duke. The King is a healthful Man, and the 
Duke is not. I am not barely the Duke's Servant, which makes me concern myſelf; 
nor out of pique of Honour would I do any thing to deſtroy my Poſterity. There- 
fore I am againſt the Bill, &c. 

' Sir W.C. That which calls me up, is to anſwer ſomething that was ſaid by the 
worthy Member that ſpoke laſt; I am for the Bill of Exclafion, (and was ſo the laſt 
Parliament 3, ) becauſc 1 am clearly fatisfied there can be no Security without it: But 
I muſt fo far agree with him, that this Bill (if it ſhould paſs) will not be a full and 
compleat Security. But Here being an Interruption by 8 noiſe in the Houſe , this 
Gentleman proceeded no further. 

Col. B. This is the day of England's difixeſs , and not only England, but upon this 
days Debate depends the good fate of the Proteſtant Religion 2)! the world over. Ex- 
cept you m_ Miracle from Heaven , nothing elſe can ſave the Proteſtant Religion, 
but this Bill of Exclxfion. I think I have faid this many' years ago , That -Popiſh Mat- 
ches would bring in Popery at laſt. As to the point of Law (ſpoken of) that *twill be 
interpreted ——_— to the ſtrength of the Party----- But I doubt not, if we do 
our endeavours, will help us, if we have nothing left us but Prayers and Tears.

In plain Engliſh, Let the world ſce that the Pro- 
teftant Religion is dear to us, and we {hall have the Law on our tides, X

( we ſpeak as before God ) innumerable and ſure Inſtances ; Neither can 


| it be thought, that there is hope of their returning from theſe Courſes, 


having ſo often ſhewed their Natures, and Enmities againſt God, and all 
Righteouſneſs, and ſo often D clared, and Renewed their Purpoſes and 
Promiſes of perſevering in thete Courſes. And, ſuppoſe they ſhould 
diſſemble a Repentance of theſe Evils, and profeſs to return: to better 
Courſes, being put to Straits, or for their own Ends, (for upon no other 
account can we reaſonably expect it 3) and though it might be thought, 
that there might be Pardon for whar 1s done, ({ which wecannot yet ſee 
to be, without the violation of che Law of God, and a great guiltineſs 
on the Land, from which guiltineſs the Land can never be free, but by 
executing of Gods righteous)Judgments upon them, for omitting of ſo great- 
ly deſerved, and fo neceſſarily requiſite a Juſtice ;) yet they cannot be 
believed, after they have violated all Tyes that HumanWiſdom can deviſe 
to bind Men; and beſide,there will be ſomething of Folly found, to think 
to bind a King that pretends to abſoluteneſs : and our Fathers, or rather 
our Selves, at firit judged it not warrantable to receive Him, without 
conſenting to, and {wearing of the Covenant : And if fo, the renouncin 

and diſclaiming thereof, we ought at preſent to judge, to be a juſt 7 
reaſonable ground of rejecting Kim upon theſe grounds, being aſſured 
of Gods approbation, and Mens, whoſe Hearts are not utterly byaſled, 
and their Conſciences altogether corrupted, 2nd knowing afſuredly, that 
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the upholding of ſuch, 1s to uphold Men, to bear down Chriſts King- 
dom, and to uphold Satans, and the depriving of Men of right Govern- 
ment, and good Governours, to the ruining of Religion, and undoing 
of Humane Society. We then ſeeing the innumerable Sins and Snares, 
that are itt giving Obedience to their Acts3 onthe other hand, ſeeing, if 
we ſhall acknowledge their Authority, and refuſe Obedience to their ſin- 
fal Commands, the endleſs Miſeries that will follow, and fiding with God 
(whowe hope will accept and help us to a liberation from their Tyranny) 
againſt his ſtated and declared Enemies do reject that King, and thele 
Aſſociate with Him,from being our Rulers, becauſe ſtanding in the way of 
our Rigt:r, free and peaceable ſerving of God, propagating His King- 
dom and Reformation, and overthrowing Satans Kingdom, according to 
our Covenant; And Declares them henceforth to be no lawful Rulers, 
as they have Declared us to be no Jawful Subjetts, upon a ground far leſs 
watrantable, as Men unbyaſſed may ſee; and that after this, we neither 
owe, nor ſhall yield any willing Obedience to them, but ſhall rather ſut- 
fer the omtmoſt of their Cruelties and Injuſtice, until God ſhall plead 
our Cauſe, and that upon theſe Accounts; beczule, they have altered 
ard deſtroyed the Lords eſtabliſhed Religion, overturned the funda- 
mental and eſtabliſh'd Laws of the Kingcom , taken altogether away 
Chriſis Church and Government, and changed the Civ:] Government 
ct this Land ( which was by King and free Parliaments) into Tyranny, 
where none are aſlociate to be partakers of the Government, but only 
thole who will be found by Juſtice to be guilty of Criminals, and all o- 
thers excluded; even thoſe, who by the Laws of the Land by Birth 
had a right to, and a ſhare in that Government , and that only, be- 
cauſe not of the ſame guiltineſs and miſchievous Purpoſes with them- 
ſelves: And alſo, all free Ele&ions of Commiſſi::ners for Parliaments,and 
Officers for Government, are made void by their making thoſe the Qua- 
lifications of admiſſion to theſe Places, which by the Word of God, and 
the Laws of this Land, were the cauſe of their excluſion before, ſo-that 
none can logk nnon us, or Judge us bound in Alledgiance, to them, unleſs 
they ſay alſo we. are bound in Alledgiance to Divels, they being his 
Vicegerents, and not Gods, 


V, Wethen being made free, by God and their own doings, He giving 
the Law, and they giving the tranſgreſſion of that Law, which 1s the 
cauſe that we are looſed nowfrom all Obligations, both Divine and Ci- 


vil to tkem, and knowing that no Society of Men that hath corruption 


in tkem ( which always 1s ready to beget diſorders, and do injuries, 
unlels reſtrained and puniſhed by Laws and Government ) can be with- 
'out Laws and Goyerment, and withal, deſiring to be governes in the 
beſt way that is Jeaſt lyable to Inconveniencies and Tyranny , We do 
Declare, that we ſhall ſet up over our ſelves, and over all that God ihall 
give us Power, Government, and Governours, according to 1: Word 
of God, and eſpecially according to that WordExod. 18. v.2i More- 
over, thou ſhalt provide ont of all the People, able Men, ſuch as fear God, 
men of Truth, hating Covetouſneſs 3 and that we ſhall no mare commit the 
Government of our ſelves, and the making of Laws for us, to ny ne 
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fingle Perſon, and lineal Succeſſor, we not being tyed as the Jews were, 
by God, to one Family, Government not being an Inheritance, but an 
Office, which muſt be ſquared, not to the Titre and Luſt of a Man, but 
to the good of the Common-wealth, and this kind of Goyzrnment by 
a ſingle Perſon, ec. being moſt liable to Inconveniencies, (as {ad and 
long experience may now teach us,) and aptelt to degenerate into Ty- 
ranny. Moreover, we Declare, that theſe Mzn whom we ſhall ſet over 
us, ſhall be engaged to Govern us principally by that Civil, or Judicial 
Law, given by God to His People of 1ſ-ael, eſpecially in matters of Life 
and Death,-and in all other things alſo, ſo far as they teach, except orn- 
ly that Law, (viz, anent Slaves ) which does not agree with that Chriſtt- 
an Liberty, eſtabliſhed in all Chriſtendom, ( only violated by our Ty- 
rants, and ſome others of late,) and that oft Divorces and Poligamy 3 
the one being not a Law, but a Permiſſion granted , upon the account 
of the hardnels of their Hearts, the other being a ſintul cuſtom, contrair 
ro the firſt Inſtitution of Marriage, crept into the Church : We know 
that Men of Malignant and Perverle Spirits, that has not a higher God 
than a wicked King, which ſuits only with their luſtful licentiouſneſs, 
and it may be others with them that ſeemed to be of better Principles, will 
raiſe an ignorant clamour upon this, that it is a Fifth-Monarchy, and- we 
Fifth-Monarchy-Men, and will labour to amuſe the People with ſtrange 
terms, and put odious names on good things to make them hatetul, as 
their way is; but if this be their Frfth-Monarchy, we both are, and ought 
to be ſuch, and thar according to His Word. | 

VI. It being the work of the Miniſters of the Goſpel, to preach, . pro- 
pagate, anddefend the Kingdom of God, and to prelerye the Dottrine, 
Worſhi , Diſcipline, Government, Liberties and Priyiledges of the ſame, 
from all corruptions and incroachments of Rulers, and all others. And 
ſeeing, that the Miniſters of the Church of Scotland, (at leaſt the great- 
eſt part of them before) not only were defeCtive in Preaching, and teſti- 


| fying againſt the Ats oftheſe Rulers, for oyerthrowing Religion and Re- 
. formation, abjuring our Covenant made with God , eſtabliſhing a Go- 


vernment 1n the Church, which that King calls His own Government, (and 
ſonot Gods) contrair to our Covenant 3 Againſt inafting of that bla!- 
phemous ( fo Calvin calls that Supremacy of Henry the Eighth , upon 
which this Prerogative is founded, and from which it is derived, and is 
no lels, it not more injurious to Chriſt, and inſlaying to his Church) and fa- 
crilegious Prerogative giyen to a King over the Church of God, and 
again(t the other Acts and Incroachments of His Church, and hindered 


others alſo who were willing, and would haye teſtified againſt them, and 


cenſured ſome that did it,(tor which, together with the other Cauſes in their 


- truſt and adminiſtration, we may fay, God hath left them to do worſe 


thingsz) but alfo hath voted in that Meeting, (which they are pleaſed 
to call an Aſtembly of Miniſters, but how jultly, let Men judge) an ac- 
ceptation of that Liberty , founded upon, and giyen by vertue of that 


blaſphemouſly arrogated and uſurped Power; and hath appeared before 


their Courts to accept of that Liberty, 221d to be cnaCted and authorized 
there as Miniſters, and fo hath williagly (for this is an elicit aft of the 
Will, and not an A& of Force and Conſtraint) tranſlated the Power of 


ſending out, ordering, cen(uring, (tor as they accept of their Liberty from 


thery,

them, ſo taey ſubmit to their Cenſures and Reſtraints, at leaſtall of them 
who were yet tried with it, and others of them appeared and acknow- 
ledged before their Courts, that they would not have done thele things 
that they were charged with, it they had thought it would have offended 
them) Miniſters departing from the Court of. Chriſt, and ſubjeCtion to 
the Miniſtry, to the Courts of Men, and ſubjection to the Mag'iſtrate, 
(which had been impious and injurious to Chriſt and His Church, though 
they had been righteous and lawful Rulers). and by their changing of 
Courts, (according to Common Law) hath changed their Maſters, and 
of the Miniſters ot Chriſt are become the Miniſters of Men, and bound 
to anſwer to them as oft as they will; and as by the acceptation of this 
Liberty in ſuch manner, they have tranſlated the Power, ſo they have 
given up and utterly quit the Government, and a ſucceſſion of a Preſ- 
byterian Miniſtry ; for as theſe were not granted them of their Maſters, 
ſo they exerciſe their Miniſtry without them, and ſo by this, as the Ec- 
cleſiaſtick- Government is ſwallowed up in the Civil, (if the reſt had fol- 
lowed them) the Miniſtry ſhould have alſo been extin& with themſelves, 
and the wh-zle Werk of Reformation had been buried in Oblivion, not 
ſo much as the remembrance of it kept up: Theſe, together with the 
other of their Commiſſions in Preaching , the lawtulneſs of payine, that 
Tribute declared to be impoſed for the bearing down of the true Wor- 
ſhip of God, (which they falſly termed Seditiozs Converticles) and their 
adviſing theſe poor Prifonners to ſubſcribe the Bond, and conſequently 
could not but ſo adviſe all others, if put to it, (tor the hazard that Men 
were in, will not make a real change of the Morality of that Action) and 
beſide, the reſt may be put to it upon the ſame hazard, and fo if the 
one ſhould adviſe, ( which conſequently they mult do) and the other 
ſhould ſubſcribe, this would altogether cloſe that door which the Lord 
hath made uſe of in all the Churches of Exrope, for caſting off the Yoke of 
the Whore, and reſtoring the truth and purity of Religion and Reforma- 
tion, and freedom of the Churches, and ſhould have ſtopped all ingreſs 
for Men, when once brought under Tyranny, to recover their Libert 
again. Theſe Miniſters then, not being followers of Chriſt, who before 
Pontius Pilate, gave a good Confeſſion, which was, that he was a King, 
and no King, if he have not power to order his Houſe and Subjects, and 
they not following him, nor his Miniſters, if not afferting and maintain- 
ing of this his Kingly Power, againſt all Incroachers and Uſurpers of it ; 
and beſides, we being commanded, If any Brother walk diſorderly, from 
ſuch to withdraw; and although in the capacity we now are in, we net- 
ther have, nor aſſumes to our ſelves Authority to give out definite and 
authoratative ſentences of Depoſition and Supenſion againſt theſe Mini- 
ſters; yet we declare, which is proper for us to do, that we neither can, 
nor will hear Preaching, nor receive Sacraments from theſe Miniſters tt »t 
hath accepted of, and voted for that Liberty 3 and declares all who have 
encouraged and ſtrengthened their Hands, by hearing and pleading for 
them, all thoſe who have trafhiqued for an union with them, without their 
renouncing and repenting of theſe things, all thoſe that do not teſtifie 
faithfully againſt them, and after do not deport themſelves ſuitably to 
their teſtimonies, and all wbo joyn not in publick with their Brethren, 


who 
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who are teſtifying againſt them 3 we Declare, that we fall not hear 
them Preach, nor receive Sacraments from them, at leaſt, nil! they {tand 
in Judgment before theſe Miniſters, and be judged by them who have 
followed the Lord, and kept themſelves free of theſe Defetcigns : An 
as our Hearts hath cleaved to theſe Miniſters, while they were on the 
Lords fide, and ſubje&ed our ſelves to them, ſo we ſhall {til} cicave is, 


thoſe that abide following Him , and ſhall be ſubject to them in 
Lord,! ns : 


V IT. Then we do Declare and Acknowledge, that a Goſpe]-Mini- 
ſtry, isa ſtanding Ordinance of God, appointed by Chriſt, to continue 
in the Church until the end of the World:; and that none of us ſhall 
take upon him the Preaching of the Word, or - Adminiſtring the Sacra- 
ments, unleſs Called, and Ordained thereto, by the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel : And as we Declare, that we are for a ſtanding Goſpel-Miniltry, 
rightly Choſen, and rightly Ordained, fo we Declare, That we ſhall 
go about this Work in time to come, with more Faſting and Praying, 
and more careful Inſpection into the Converſation and Holineſs of theſe 
Men that ſhall be Choſen and Ordained ; the want of which formerly, 


hath been a great fin, both in Miniſters and People, which hath not been 
the leaſt cauſe of this DefeQtion.

#5, 4s of theſe alſo that have ſuffered of late; and we do diſclaim that Decla- 
ration publiſhed at Hamiltoun, June 1679. chiefly, becauſe it takes in the 
Kings Intereſt, which we are ſeveral years ſince loojed from, becauſe of the 


for-/aid Reaſons, and others, which may after this ( if the Lord will) be 


publiſhed. As alſo, we diſown, and by this reſents the reception of the Duke 
of York, 4 profeſt Papiſt, as repugnant to our Principles and Vows to the 
moſt High God, and as that which is the great (though alace too juſt ) re- 
proach of our Church and Nation: We alſo, by this, proteſt againſt his ſucceed> 
ing to the Crown , and whatever hath been done, or any are eſſaying to do in 
this Land, ( given to the Lord ) in prejudice to our Work, of Reformation. 

And to conclude, We hope none will blame us for, or offend at, our reward- 
ing theſe that are againſt ws , as they have done to #s, as the Lord gives the 
opportunity. This is not to exclude any that hath declined, if they be willing 
to give ſatisfaion to the degree of their offence.

Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren, Heraulds,Macers, Purſevants and Meſſengers at Arms, our Sherifis1n that 
pirt, conjunctly, and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting : Foraſmuch, as Mr. Richard Cameron, Cameron his 
Brother, Mr. Thomas Donzlas, Mr. Donald Cargill, and others their Accomplices, Have now at laſt ſhaken oil all reſpect to 
Our Laws, and their Allegiance it ſelf to Us their undoubted Soveraign , and have entered into exprels and open Combi-

The Fir# PAPER. 
He diſcourſe we had the other day, I hope, ſatisfy'd you in the 


main ; That Chriſt can have but one Church here an Farth ; and 1 
believe,that it is as viſible, as that the Scripture is in Print, That none can 
be that Church, but That, which is called the Rom. Cath. Ch. 1 think you 
need not trouble your felf with entring into that Ocean of particular 
Diſputes, when the main (and in truth, the only) Queſtion is, where that 
Church is, which we do profeſs to believe in the ewo Creeds; We declare 
there, to believe one Catholick and A4poſtolick Church, and it is not left to 
every phantaſtical Mans head to believe as he pleaſes, but to the Church, 
to whom Chriſt left the power upon Earth to Govern Us in mateers of 
Faith, who made the Creeds for our diretions, It were a very irrational 
. thing to make Laws for a Countrey, and leave it to the [nhabirants to be 
the Interpreters and Judges of thoſe Laws; For when every Man will 
be his own Judge, and by conſequence no ſuch thing as eicher Right or 
wrong. Can we therefore GR that Almighty God would leave us at 
thoſe uncertainties, as to give us a Rule to go by, and leave every man 
to be his own Judge ? I do ask any ingenious man, whether it be not 
the ſame thing to follow our own fancy, or to Interpret the Scripture by 
it ? I would have any man ſhew me, where the power of deciding of 
matters of Faith is given to every particular man. Chriſt lefc his power 
to his Church, even to forgive Sins in Heaven, and left his Spirir with 
them, which they exercis'd after his ReſurreQion : Firſt, by his Apoſiles 
in theſe Creeds, and many years after by the Councel at Nice, where that 
Creed was maade that is call'd by that name, and by the power which they 
had received from Chriſt, They were the Judges, even of the Scripture 
it ſelf many years after the Apoſtles, which Books were Canonical, and 
which were not. And if they had chis power then, I delire to know how 
they came to lole it , and by what Authority men ſeperate themſeves from 
that Church ? The only pretence I ever heard of, was, becaule the Church 
hath fail'd in wreſting and Interpreting che Scripture, contrary to the true 
ſenſe and meaning of it, and that they have impos'd Articles of Faith up- 
on Us, which are not to be warranted by Gods Word ? I do deſire to 
know, who is to be Jndge of That, whether the whole Church (the Suc- 
ceſſion whereof has continu'd to this day without interruption,) or parti- 
cular Men, who have rais'd Shiſms of their own advantage.

The Second PAPER. 


Tis a fad thing to conſider , what a World of Hereſies are crept into this Nation ; 
Every man thinks himſelf as competent a Judge of the Scriptures, as the very 
Apoſtles themſelves, and 'tis no Wonder that it ſhould be ſo, ſince That part of the 
Nation which looks moſt like a Church, dares not bring the true Arguments againſt 
the other Sets, for fear they ſhould be turn'd agaiaſt themlelves , and confuted by 
their own Arguments. The Church of Exglaxd (as it 'tis call d) would tain have it 
thought 'They are the Judges in matters Spiritual,and yet dare not ſay poſitively there 
is no Appeal from Them; tor either They mult ſay, that They are Inftallible, (which 
they cannot pretend to,) or confels, that what they decide in mattzrs of Conſcience, 
is no farther to be follow'd, than it agrees with every mans private Judgement. If 
Chriſt did leave a Churc') here upon Earth, and We were all once of that Church, 
How, and by what Authority, did We ſeparate from that Church ? If the power 
of Interpreting of Scripture, be in every mans Bram, W hat need have We of a 
Church or Church-men. 'F'o what purpole ther did Our Saviour, atter He had given 
his Apoſtles power to bind and looſe in Heaven and Earth, add to it, That He 
woulda be with Them even to the End of the World?! Thelc Words were r,ot {ſpoken 
Parabolically or by way of Figure : Chriſt was then aſcerding into his Glory, and 
left His Power with his Church even to the End of the World, We have had theſe 
Hundred years pait, rhe ſad EifeQts of denying to the Church, that Power in mat- 
ters Spiritual, without an Appeal. What Country can ſubſiſt in peace or quiet, where 
there is not a Supreme Judge, from whence there can be no Appeal * Can there be 
any Juſtice done where the Offenders are their own Judges, and equal Interpreters 
of the Law, with thoſe, who are appointed to adminiſter Juſtice ? 'This is our caſe 
here in Ezgland in matters Spiritual ; For the Proteſtazts are not of the Church of 
Emglazxd, as 'tis the true Church from whence there can be no Appeal, but becauſe the 
DibSpline of that Church is conformable at that preſent to their fancy's , which as 
ſoon as it ſhall contraditt cr vary from , They are ready to imbrace or joyn with the 
next Congregation of People , whoſe Diſcipline or Worſhip agrees with their own 
Opinion at that time, fo that according to this Doctrine, there is no other Church, nor 
Interpreter of Scripture, but that which lyes in every mans giddy brain. I deſire to 
know therefore ot every ſerious Confidcrer of theſe things, whether the great Work 
of our Salvation, ought to depend upon ſuch a ſandy foundation, as this ? Did Chriſt 
ever {ay to the Civil Majcſtrates, (much lels to the People) That He would be with 
Them to the End of the World? Or did He give them the Power to forgive Sins ? 
dt. Paul tells the Corinthians, Te are Gods Husbandry, Ye are Gods Buildings; We are 
Laboxrers with God: This ſhews who are the Labourers, and who are the Husban- 
dry, and Building; And in this whole Chapter, and in the preceding one, St. Paul 
takes great pains to ſer forth, that They, (the Clergy,) have the Spirit of God, without 
which no ma ſearches the deep things of God. And he concludes the Chapter with 
this Verſe, for who hath known the mind of the Lord that he may inflruit him ? But We 
have the mizd of © hriſtk. Now if We but conſider in humane probability, and reaſon 
the Powers Chriſt leaves to his Church in this Goſpel, and St. Pau/ explains ſo di- 
ſtinttly afterwards, We cannot think that Our Saviour {aid all theſe things to no pur- 
pole; And pray conſider on the other fide, that thoſe who Reſiſt the Truth , and 


will not ſubmit to his Church, draw their Arguments from Implications, and far 


tetch'd Interpretations at the ſame time that they deny plain and poſitive Words : 
Which is ſo great a diſ-ingenuity, as tis not almoſt to be thought, that they can be- 
lieve themſelves. Is there any other foundation of the Proteſtant Church , but that if 
the-Civil Majeſtrate pleaſe, He may call ſuch of the Clergy as He thinks fit for his 
turn at that time, and turn the Church either to Presbytery, Independancy, or indeed 
what He pleaſes? This was the Way of our pretended Reformation here in Exgland, 
And by the ſame Rule and Authority it may be alter'd into as many more ſhapes and 
forms as there are fancies in mens heads. This us a tre Copy.

The next thing was, to perſwade 
or Compel the People to Adore them. In this Erect- 
ing a new Order of demy-Gods, they imitated the Pa- 
ans in their Wickedneſs, - but not in their Vertye or 
Valour, and Clapt the Feſtivals of theſe new Pa-Gods 
into the Calendar in places of the old Holy-dayes of 
Saturn, Mmerva, and Bacchus, &c. This Project anſive- 
red expeCation ; they grew greater, but not better. The 
Miracles pretendedly. wrought at thoſe Shrines, and 
mulritude of Ceremonies, dazled the Vulgar, ſupported 
the Reputation, and ſupplied the Defect of the Clergy. 
The glorious Lives, Wonders hd Martyrdoms of the 
Antients were made into Manrles to hide the Ignorance, 
Luſt, and Avarice of -worthleſs Impoſtors ; and' Laws 
made every where, were made to reſtrain Men from 
peeping into the Ark of the Church.

Having thus given the Reader an Account of this Paper, 
how | came by it, and in whoſe Cuſtody I found it, | 
ſhall leave ir ro the Conſtderation of any perſon of Impar- 
tial Judgement, what ſhould be the Delign of fo man 
Prieſts and Jeſuits to make ſuch Orders and Conſtitutions 
among themſelves?

That it was certain, and that His Mje/ty might be aſſured by the 
Relation of Eye-witneſſes, that thoſe forrazgn Powers, with whom His 


Majeſty had no Tye; did arme and make extraordinary great prepa-

That they did with 11 Care, endeavour to repair the diſorders, 
which the late Sickne(s had occaſioned in their Armies, when they 
had like to have been defiroyed about Strasburgh. 


That all the extraordinary Embaſſies which they have ſent to moſt 
of the Princes of Europe, were to no other end than to i»form them, 
and give them aſſwrance that all their proceedings had no other aim, 
than rhe publ:k quiet and tranquility; though ater the Concluſion of 


the Peace, they have ſeized upon a.greater number of Yi/lages, than 
the Azreement gave them. | 


That the apprehenſions they had of His Majeiy of Great Britain, 


have ſo far favoured theſe Conntreys, as that their z»tentions have not 
yet been effetted. 


That the diſpoſition of Afairs, which may incline His 4ajefty to 
differ with his People, would give them full opportunity to execute

their defignes , ſince being perfetly acquainted with w hat they are tc 
apprehend from His Majejties Power [eparate from his People ; they think 
they may compleatly Execute their defignes before any Forreign force 


can oppole them , And that they could not fail of their Exds, when 
once they ſhould begin to AF. 


That His Majeſty knew the Arts they make uſe of in his Kingdom 
to bring their deſignes about, and 1s allo Informed of the methods the 
" Conrt of Spain uſes in their own Afﬀairs, by which the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands are in danger to be 1ntirely ruined, 


That the deſign of their r#i#e was already almoſt. effefed, and that 
all the Low-Countries would be infallibly deitroyed in a ſhort time, 1t 
a ſpeedy and vigorous courſe be not taken. The King of Spain, not 
being able to put his Country into a condition of defence or reſiſtance , 
and the States having been ſtrangely/exhauſted by the Late wars, and 
ſo diſabled from. making ſuch a powerful reſiſtance, as they might 
wiſh to themſelves. 


That the Spaniſh Netherlands, and this State being loſt, His Ma- 
jeſty would endeavour in vain to apply the neceſſary remedies againſt 
a vitforious King, ingaging all his Kingdoms, and extreamly powerful, 
as well by Sea as Land. 


That they ſaw no means to ſecure or ſave themſelves, and could 
not hope for any help from His Majeſty, while he and his People are 
diſagreed; nor could they hope any thing from time 'it ſelf, ſince all 
delays have only ſerved to animate forazgn Powers ſo ſtrongly Armed, 
to execute their proje#s, while His 2ajeffy at variance with his People 
cannot afford them the requiſite and neceflary remedies. | 


That His Majeſty had found by experience, that the Diſſolution and 
Prorogation of Parliaments, have only ſerved to diſquiet the minds of his 
People, and that ar their firlt ſittings z ſubſequent Parliaments have gone 
in the ways of the forn.er, and with greater Animoſity, 


That they cannot but lament their own unhappineſs, that a buſi- 
neſs ſo uncertain as is that of a future Succeſſion, ( wherein time may 
make conſiderable Alterations, and even Revolutions far different from 
what might be agreed to) ſhould occaſion their iztire ruine, and that 
the 12tereſts of Europe, principally of all Proteſtant Princes, and of this 
State, ſhould be ſacrificed for ſo uncertain a matter. |

"Juſt and Fious Endeavors to ſave the Nation were overthrown; the good Bills 


they had been Induſtriouſly preparing to Unite all Your Majeſties Proteſtant Sub- 
jets broupht to nought ; The diſcovery of the /r:ſþ Plot (tifled ; The witneſſes 
that came in ſrequently more fully to declare that, both of England and Ireland, 
diſcouraged. Thoſe Forreign Kingdoms and States, who by a happy conjunQion, 
with us might give a Check to the French Powers, Diſheartned, even to ſuch a Def- 
pair of their own Security againſt the growing greatneſs of that Monarch, As we 
fear may induce them to take new Reſolutions, and perhaps ſuch as may be fatal to 
us: The Strength and Courage of our Enemyes both at Home and Abroad increaſed. 
And ou: ſelves left in the utmoſt danger of ſeeing our Countrey brought into utter 
Deſolation, 

In theſe Extremitics, we had nothing under Ged to Comfort us, but the Hopes, 
that Your Majeſty (being touched with the Groans of Your Periſhing People) 
would have ſuffered Your Parliament to Meet at the Day unto which it was Pro- 
ropued : and that no further Interruption ſhould have been given to their Pro- 
ccedings, in order to their Saving of the Nation, But that failed us too; ſo then 
we heard that Your Majeſty, by the private Suggeſtion of ſome Wicked Perſons, 
Favourers of Popery, Promoters of French Deſigns, and Enemies to Your Majeſty 
and the Kingdom (without the Advice, and as we have good Reaſon to believe, 
2gainſt the Opinion, even of Your Prevy-Councel) had been prevailed with to Diſ- 
ſolve it, & to call another to Mect at Oxford, where neither Lords nor Commons 
can be in Safety ; but will be dayly expoſed to the Swords of the Papiſts, and 
their Adherents. of whom too many are crept into Your Majeſties Guards, The 
Liberty of ſpeaking according to their Conſciences, will be thereby Deſtroyed, 
and the Validity of all their Acts, and Proceedings conſiſting in it, left Diſputa- 
ble. The <traitneſs of the Place, no way admits of ſuch a concourſe of Perſons, 
as now follows every Parliament; the Witneſſes which are neceſſary to give E- 
vidence againſt the Popiſh Lords; ſuch Judges, or others whom the Commons 
have Impeached, or had Reſolved to Impeach, can neither bear the Charge of 
going thither, nor truſt themſelves under the Protection of a Patlianient, that is it 
ſelf Evidently under the Power of Guards and Souldicrs,

- Authors have not dared to avow) and the direful Apprehenfions of the

' Place, where it will not be able to AR. with that Freedom, which is 

neceſſary ; and eſpecially, to Give unto their Afts and Proceedings, 

that Authority which they ought to have amongſt the People, and have 

ever had, unleſs Impaired by ſome Awe upon them, (of which there 

wants not Precedents:Jand thatYour Majeſty would be graciouſly plea- 

ſed, to Order I: to Sit at Weſtminſter, (it being the uſual Place, and 
where they may Conſultand ACt with Safcty and Freedom.)

that they were kept ;, and aſſured them, that he wonld ſeriouſly conſider their Deſires, and 
take all the care that lay in him, toprevent the Danger that ſo threatned them, | 
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WVVE the Citizens of the ſaid City (on behalf of our ſelves and others our Fel- 
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The very ſame day, and before it was poſſible the news, or thoughts of any Pro. 
rogation could reach ſo far, the Grand 7ary of Shropſi:zire, in the name and behalf of 


themſelves and that whole County, thought fit to cxprets their hearty Concurrence 
with, and thanks to the then Houſe of Commons for their Zealous Proceedings againft

tinued helliſh and damnable deſigns of the Papiſts and others their adherents : And, 
knowing no way (under heaven) ſo effeQual to preſerve His Royal Majeſty (and us) 
from the utter ruin and deſtru&ion threatned; as by the ſpeedy fitting of this preſent 
Parliament, the ſurpriſing Prorogation, of which greatly adds to, and increaſes the 
juſt fears and jealouſies of your Petitioners minds. 

We yourPetitioners do therefore beſeech your Lordſhip,and this Honourable Court,

r'T having been nois'd abroad about the be- 
ginning of the laſt week, that fome Gen- 
tlemen of Grays-Inn were endeavouring to pro- 
cure hands to an Addreſs by way of Thanks to 
his Majeſty for his late Declaration,which they 
intended to offer to the Bench for their Appro- 
bation. ard Congurrence; a great company of 

Gentlemen thereupon met in the Hall on Twe/- 

Jay laſt at Noon, to withſtand and oppoſe ſuch 

a deſign, in caſe they ſhould find any to pro- 

cecd in it. Which though it ſtartled thoſe who 

were the ! rometers of the ſaid Addreſs, yet ap- 
prehending themſelves fo far engaged that they 
could not handſomely retreat, tney applied 
themſelves to the Bench, which 1s the Govern- 
ing part of the Sogigty, for a Pen/ic, which 1s 
in ſome re{p20& the tame that a Parliament 1s 
in the 7:-92/e. But the Bench upon mature de- 
liberation, kumbly concerving that the matters 
which the Addreſs related unto, no ways be- 
long'd unto them to judg of, or pronounce 
concerning it, did unanimouſly refuſe to grant 
a Pen(ion in order to any ſuch purpoſe. Yet 
thoſe who were the favourers of the Addreſs 
inſtead of being diſcouraged by the entertain- 
ment which they met with from the Bench,con- 
tinuing not only to make a party in fayour of 
what they intended, but giving out that they 
would cauſe the Bell to Ring for Aſſembling 
thoſe together that were inclined to Subſcribe 
it, gave occaſion to the Gentlemen of the Bar- 
Meſs on We:lne{day at Noon, to deſire the Bench 
that nothing relating to the Society might be 
received but what was according to the Rules 
and Orders of the Houſe arrived with them 
through their hands. Which the Bench readily 
agreed unto, as alſo to ſome other things, 
by way of requelt were repreſented unto them, 
as appears by the Order of the Bench hereunto 
ſubjoined. "There being no other regular way 
then left for the Promoters of the Addreſs to 
compaſs the Concurrence of the Society, but 
by applying themſelves to thoſe of the Bar- 
Meſs, they accordingly made a faint tender of 
the Paper unto them, which they were deſ}- 
rous to have paſt under that name;but where- 
as at the ſame ſeafon they refuſed to allow 
thoſe Gentlemen time or liberty to conſider it, 
or examine the tendency of it,they as became 
perſons of Wiſdom and Juſtice inſtead of inte- 
reſting themſelves to hand or recommend it to 
the Bench, diſclaim'd having any thing to do 
with it. All men acquainted with this affair, 
beſides ſuch as were too far imbarkt to with- 
draw, thought that hereby there was an iſſue 
put to that deſign; but it appeafs ſince, that 


what they could not procure to. be the Act of 
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the Society, they carried on as their own, Nor 
doth the Society further concern themſelves a. 
bour zt or them, ſave only to let the World 
know,timt all the Bench (fave Sir 1W:lliam Scroggs 
alone) 10 parts of three of the Barriſters that 


-are,now in 'Town, and the Majority of the 


Students, refuſed the giving the leaſt counte. 
nance unto it, being perfivaded through the 
knowledg which they have of the Las, that 
it was not a matter any ways proper for them 
to meddle with. 


The before-mentioned Order of the Bench 
of the Society of Grays-Inn, is as follows. 


Upon the Complaint of many of the ancient 
Barriſters and Members of this Society made at 
this Penſion, That ſeveral Gentlemen of this So- 
ciety, ſome of 2vhom ſeldom appear in Commons, 
pay no Duries to, and decline the Exerciſes of the 
Houſe, and others have taken Military Employ- 
ments upon them, anll others Without Gowns,and 
with Swords for theſe two days aft paſt, have in 
a tumultuozrs manner aſſembled themſelryes in the 
Common-Hall of this Society (ſitting the Bench 
there) and in an Irregular and diſorderly way 
encompaſſed the Bench, and by getting upon the 
Cupboard and Tables in the ſaid Fol, with 
loud Acclamations, and flinging up their Hats, 
did very much diſturb the peace, and infringe the 
ancient good Government of this Society, which 
if wot prevented may prove of dangerous conle= 
quence ; and therefore did pray that this Penſion 
would take into their Conſideration, and provide 
ſome way to redreſs the ſame for the future. This 
Penſion being greatly ſenſible of the ſame, and 
taking themſelves obliged to do their duties there- 
in, do unanimouſly declare, That if any perſon or 
perſons members of this Society,ſhall and do at any 
time hereafter promote or abet any Tumult, Inſur- 
reffion, or Outragious Aſſembly contrary to the 
peace, order, and good Government of this Society, 
ſuch perſons ſhall and 2ill be juſtly efteemed unfit 
and unworthy to be and continue members of this 
Society, and that they will proceed againſt them 
accordingly. And for the further preſervation of 
the peace and quiet of this Society, it us ordered 
that for the few no Applications «po any 
publick matter whatſoever be made to the Bench 
fitting in the Hall from any Members of this So- 
ciety, but by the Bar-Meſs, the [ame being accoy- 
ding to the ancient cuſtom ant uſage of the Houſe, 
and that this Order and Declaration be publickly 
ſcreened once in every Term, as in like Caſes. 

As for Limcolns-Inn, there has been none fo 
hardy as to propoſe any ſuch Addreſs ; and 
when it was ſet on foot in the Inner-Temple, it 
was rejected : ſo that we have the Sentiments 
of all the Inns of Court againſt ir,whoſe judg- 
ments are certainly as valuable in this cafe as - 
any of the Addreflors.

For they ſuppoſe, that conld they but 
get one Proteſtant to be foundGuilty upon Yuch anlndiftment as they have been 
providing and framing matter for, they{hould then be able to involve a great

Or the leaſt that they do hope from this 
pretended Plot, is, That the ſame Perſons being produced as Witneſſes in this 
Caſe, thathad appeared to give Ev:dence concerning the Popiſh Plot in England 
and Ireland, they ſhall come to be diſ-belieyed in reference to the one, 
through their not obtaining Credit in relation to the other. But as 1 ſhall at 
preſent decline the Conſideration of thoſe Reaſons, why theſe very Witneſſes 
ought to be believed in whatſoever they have Sworn againſt the Papiſts; 
though no Faith or Credit are to be given unto what they depoſe againſt Pro- 
teſtants, fo | conceive the Papal Party may happen to exclude themſelves 
from having any ſharein an Act of Indemnity, by being the Authors and Pro- 
moters ofthis Sham Conſpiracy, whereby they would ruin ſo many of the chief 
upholders of the Eſtabliſhed Government, and the Reformed Religion. Nor 
can there bea greater Evidence that thePopiſh Plot is as effetually carried on 
as ever,than this late attempt'to render His Majeſty jealous of His moſt Loyal 
Subj*&s, and to cauſe them to be diſtruſtful of Him, and thereby render Him 
and them naked of all Defence againſt the maniiold prep&wnoss they have 
made both at home and abroad, for the deſtroying of His Perſon, and the 

Subverſion ofthe Government. 
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It is beyond all contradition out of whoſe Forge this Engine to endanget 
our Peace, and deſtroy many Innocent Proteſtants came ; ſeeing it appears 
by the Teſtimony of good and ſubſtantial Witneſſes, -that the Prieſts in Flan- 
ders had not only notice of, but divulged itto ſuch as they converſed with 
abroad, before there was any ſuſpeCt or apprehenſion of it here. - For there 
are ſeveral now in Town who were not only told beyond Sea, about the 27th 
and 28th of Zune, that my Lord of Shaftsbury and divers others would be 
ſecured before the faid Perſons could arrive in England ;, but the Prieſts 
who were the Authors of this unto them, openly declared that they expect- 
ed ſuch ſucceſs in their projections and undertakings from it, as to be able 
to ſay Maſs in our Churches at London before Ghriſimas next. Nor was it 
only in Flanders, where the Fathers and thoſe they had intruſted this ſecret 
unto were acquainted with it 3 but we underſtand the ſame by ſome lately 
come through France, whoalſo heard from the like hands, that the Earl of 
Shaftsbury and many other Proteſtant Lords were to be committed, before 
the moſt Inquiſitive and —_ here, could entertain a thought that there 
was any ſuch thing intended. 

But it is eaſier for men aCted by rage and malice, to frame andcontrive a 
Deſign whereby to ruine others, than to make it coherent in the parts of 
ir, or give it that Face and Colour which may render it probable. And as 
no man that knowes the Earl of Shaftsbury, will think that ever he could 
eater into ſuch a Conſpiracy as he is charged with, much leſs can they be- 
lieve that Perſons of ſo mean Fortunes and ſhallow underſtandings as hitherto 
are accuſed for it ſhould not only be acquainted with, but have the Prin- 
cipal promoting of it committed unto them. For tho? Mr. Whitaker and Mr. 
Colledge may be men very well qualified for their reſpeCtive Employments, of 
great zeal for the Proteſtant Intereſt, and the legal Rights of the People, 
and of good reputation for their Integrity, yet they are not Perſons of thoſe 
Abilities, Eſtates or Power in their Country, as to be preferred before 0- 
thers much above them in underſtanding, as well as in all other reſpects, to be 
conſulted and adviſed with about the regulation or change of the Government. 


But if we apply our ſelves to conſider the nature and quality of this Plot, 


as we are let into it, and have it a little unveiled by the 1ndiment preferred 
againſt Mr. Stephen Colledge on Fryday laſt, we ſhall go near to find this Prote- 
ſtant Conſpiracy, that ſome have made ſuch a noiſe about, to be the moſt ri. 
diculous and Romantick, Invention that ever men pretending to .wit or ſenſe 
ſuffered to be impoſed upon their belief. For by Colledges being introduced by 
one of the Witneſſes reviling the Duke of Monmonth,-in terms as groſs and 


opprobrious as falſe, all that know the Man are ſufficiently inſtructed what 


little truth there is in all the reſt whereof he is accuſed. For there is none 
inthe world that he hath that known eſteem for, and in whoſe ſervice 
in conſiſtency with his Loyalty to his Prince, he would ſo ſoon facri- 
fice himſelf and all that he hath, as the Duke of Monmouth. And fo far do 
all men judge him from uſing ſuch ignominions expreſſions as he is accuſed of 
concerning that great Perſonage, that they verily think had any of the Wit- 
neſles uſed that Language of his Grace in Colledges hearing, hs would have 
taught him better manners, though with the hazard of his life. But the Pa. 
pits are ſo accuſtomed to aſperſe- and ſlander this Duke in the moſt ignomini- 
ous Terms, that they cannot forbear the fathering baſe and reproachful Ca- 
lumnies of him upon ſuch who would not forgive themſelves the Crime of 
having a low or diminiſhing thought concerning him. But the Deſign of ma- 
king this accuſed perſon ſpeak thus vilifyingly of his Grace, is too obvious 
not to be diſcerned, and ſo filly that every Apprentice Youth lavghs at ir. 
The Popiſh Party finding that the Duke is ſincerely and unchangably fixed 
for the Proteſtant Religion ; and that thereupon he hath a great and defer. 
ved room in the hearts of all true Engliſhmen, they would fain endeavour 
to perſwade him that the People dodeſpiſe and ſ:orn him, thinking that if 
any thing could, this would make him leſs Zealous for the Proteſtant Doctrine 
and Worſhip, But they will find themſelyes deceived ; for as nothing can a- 
bare his love to,the Eſtabliſhed Religion, ſo the extraordinary reſpect which 
tne People do Univerſally bear him upon this account is neither to be leſlen- 
ed towards nor alienated from him. But when we advance a ſtep further, 
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nd find this pretended Plot to be no leſs than a National Conſpiracy to de: 
roy a Prince whom they ſo unanimouſly reſtored to the Throne of his An- 
eltors a few years ago, we ſhall find cauſe to disbelieve every word con- 
erning it; and to pity the folly and ſimplicity of thoſe that have endeavour- 
d to abuſe his Majeſty, and his Miniſters with ſo ill contrived a Sham. For 
ccording to the Evidence which Smith and others gave in Court; it is no 
eſs than a Plot, wherein not only City and Country, but the very Parliament 
re all embark't and engaged. But asthe naming and intereſting the Parlia- 
1ent in a Conſpiracy, is enough to fſatisfie any reaſonable man that there is 
one at all z ſo it enlightens us upon what Motive and Inducement all this is in- 
vented and contrived. For the Papiſts, knowing the Villanies which they are 
Guilty of, and being ſenſible of the Dangers they are lyable unto from the 
Juſtice of a Parliament whenſoever one meets and continues to fit 3 they have 
rherefore.no other courſe to ſteer, but to render Parliaments ſuſpected to his 
Majeſty,that he may call no more. Accordingly after they had hired a company 
of raſcally ſcriblers to defame Parliaments, eſpecially the Houſe of Commons 5 
they now aſſume the impudence openly to arraign them of a Treaſonable De- 
ſign of Depoſing the King and altering the Government. But the fellowes 
whom they had ſuborned to this purpoſe, tho? they had the Villany to be- 
come inſtruments in ſo black an undertaking, yet they had not the wit to 
conceal it till it was ripe to be vented and improved. For beſides that one had 
the boldneſs in a late Pamphlet zo adviſe the King to reign Arbitrarily, Smith that 
famous Witneſs is knownto have given out ſome time ago that he would ſpoil 
our Parliaments. But the ſuffering Mercinary Perſons to ipeak and write of 
Parliaments with that Impunity they have done of late; is enough to de- 
te& and betray the whole project and deſign to every rational man. And can 
any one think that if there were ſuch a Conſpiracy wherein ſo many Perſons 
of Quality,Power and Eſtates were engaged; that his Majeſties Guards would be 
able to prevent their executing whatſoever they intended ? Or can any man 
imagin that it is for the Kings ſafety and Intereſt, to have the generality of 
his People brought to believe that he entertains ſuch an opinion of them, ag 
at they are United ina Conſpiracy againſt his Perſon and Government ? 
Tipu not the King ſafe through the room that he enjoys. in the hearts of his 
People, and did not they apprehend themſelves protected by their own Inno- 
cency; what Smith faid in the Face of ſo great an Aſſembly as was at the 
Old-Baily on Friday laſt, and with ſo much impudence, that it plainly appear- 
ed to be ſpoken upon Deſign, were enough to blow up the Peace of the Na- 
tion, and to throw vs into blood in four and twenty hours. | 
But the place where this Plot of ſeifing the King was to haye been Executed, does further aſ- 
ſure us, that all this is meer Fition and Romance, and that there was no ſuch thing ever thought 
of, For as it was impoſſible that any number of Men proportionable to ſuch an undertaking, could 
go to Oxford without being ſeen and obſerved, ſo it is very well known, that the Town was much 
emptier than could have been expeQed, conſidering that rogether with the whole Court,the grear 
Council of the ms pay was there Aſſembled. And inſtead of the Members being accompanied 
with a Train ſuitable to ſuch a Defign.they denicd themſelves the having thoſe menial Seryants, 
with which they are uſnally attended elſe- where. ?*Tis true that ſome Gentlemen were honour- 
ed with the company of their Friends ſome part of the way thither ; but ir is as true that the 
Perſons who paid them that reſpe&, returned quietly to their Habirations, after they had diſ- 
charged that piece of Civility, which they owed their Repreſentatives. And whereas it 
was Sworn, that they rode Arm'd and with Jed Horſes, and that this was in or- 
der to apprehend the King; I ſhall take the liberty to ſay, thar the Perſon who 
made ſuch an Inference deſerved a Reprimand in the open Court, Shall the 
Witneſs Smith ride out of Town accompanied with two Seryants martially accoutred with 
Fuſees and Piſtols, as he did on Sunday laſt? And ſhall not Lords, Knights and the beſt Gen- 
!emen in the Kingdom be allowed to travel with a Sumpter Horſe, and a man or two with Car- 
bines, but there muſt be a Conſpiracy to deſtroy the Government ? But though ſome men have 
both loſt their Diſcretion, and made Shipwrack of their honeſty, in obtruding fo falſe and nonſen- 
fical a Story upon the Nation ; yet are thoſe whoſe Wit and-Underſtanding have nor fo far forſaken 
them, but that they can ſee through all this, and whoſe Integrity will guide and oblige them ro 
judge impartially. For is it to be apprehended that they could entertain a purpoſe of ſeifing the 
King at O::/0rd, who were ſo afraid of venturing themſelyes thither, and ſo importunate with His 
Majeſty, that the Parliament might have ſat at Weſtminſter. 

Alas ! inſtead of harbouring any thoughts of artempting upon the King, or others, they 
were apprehenſive that the Papiſts had ſome deſign to be Executed there againſt them. 

Was it ever known, that when a Conſpiracy was ſo univerſally laid, asthis is ſaid to have been, 
and wherein ſo many were concerned, as are reported to have been engaged in this, that Men 
would Joſe the only opportunity of Executing what they had intended, knowing withall the puniſh- 
ments to which they were lyable ſhould they be diſcovered, and how impoſſible it would be 

to 
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to conceal a buſineſs of ſo high and dangerous Nature, with which ſo many were made acquain- 
red. And can there be any thing more incredible, than that there ſhould have been ſuch a Por 
againſt His Majeſty at Oxford, and yet that there ſhould never appear the lealt Symprom or Um- 
brage of it, neither during the fitting of Parliament, nor at, or atter their Diſſolution : Yea was 
not His Majeſty fo ſurrounded with armed Forces, beſides His having the whole AMzlitia and 
Poſſe of the Shire in Hands that he could truſt, that the Noble-men, and Gentlemen: who are 
fancied to have been in thisConſpiracy,bearing no proportion unto them, the very thought of ſuch 
a thing as is impoſed upon them, would have argued them Lunatick and Diſtracted. Burt whar 
Villains were theſe Witnefles, if they knew of ſuch a Deſign, that they did not acquaint His 
Majeſty with it, before' He expos'd His Perſon to fo eminent a hazzard, Or how comes it if 
the King and kis Miniſters knew it, that it hath Jain dormant fo long fince, For belides the 

rear danger to which they muſt be belieyed to haye ſuffered His Perſon and the Government to 
Love bang all this while expoſed, if they were informed of ſuch a Plot fo long ago ; this one 
thing had been a more ;uſtifable reaſon of the ſpeedy diſmifling that Parliament, than all that 
are in the Declaration which was publiſhed upon that occaſion. * Tis true, Mr. David Fitz. 
Gerrald ſpake of ſuch a deſign the Night after the Parliament was Difſoiyed,with this further Ad- 
dition, That the City of London was in Arms, and that his Majeſty would haye been Appre- 
hended, had he not eſcaped in that haſte which ke did. Bur as the falfity of one part of this 
ſcandalous Suggeſtion ſhews of what Mettal and Stamp all the reſt is, ſo no Man had more rea- 
ſon to rejuyce in the Parliaments being Diflolyed, than this Footman at pg 1 of late into 
a Gentleman of Quality and Eſtate, For had the Houſe fat on that Monday to hear the Cauſe 
which was depending before them againſt him, he had been made appear to be the moſt Infamous 
Perſon alive, and more worthy of being ſent to ſome place, provided for receiving the worſt of 
Men, than to be allowed to frequent the Palaces of publick Miniſters, and the Houſes of Ad- 
miniſtrators of Juſtice, 

But if we enquire into the quality of the Witneſſes, and conſider not only the probabilities, 
but the Demonſtrative Evidences of their having been tampered with, we ſhall be yet more clear- 
ly convinced, that there neither is, nor eyer was any ſuch Plot as the Earl of Shaftsbury ſtands 
Committed for. And to Wave the Conſideration of the ſeveral Crimes with which all of them 
are Chargeable, and for which ſome of them have been IndiRed and Arraigned, I ſhall infiſt up- 
on ſome other Topicks, which it may be more convenient at preſent to Diſcourſe of, Ir is there- 
fore in the Firſt place no ſina]l Inducement to think that they have been ſubborned, that it 
can be proved upon all of them, and that by many Perſons aw thoſe of as good Reputation as 
any in and about the City z that they have often declared, even fince the Oxford Parliament, 
that they neverknew of any Presbyterian Plot, nor of any Conſpiracy, wherein ſo much as one 
Proteſtant was engaged. And Secondly, it contributes ſomething to raiſe in us the ſame: Perſuaſi- 
on, that they delivered their Teſtimony, as if it had been conſigned to them to get by heart, and 
not as a Depoſition relating to words, which they had heard in occaſional Diſcourſe ſome time 


fince, and which they were to call over with that fear and modeſty, which became Perſons that” 


were liable to miſtake and forget. Thirdly, The Garbe which they are lately gotten into, and the 
y_ of Money that their Pockets are filled with, increaſeth the t<lief thar they have been .ma- 
nag ry ſome one or other to ſay what they do, and that they are well pay*d and rewarded for it, 
For ſome of them that were lately in Debt beyond any probability of being ever able to pay 
what they owed, have within theſe few days he Money both to diſcharge their Creditors, and 
new vamp themſelves, Fourthly, It creates a ſhrewd ſuſpition how theſe Perſons came to ap- 
pear as Evidence for the proof of a Proteſtant Plot ; that divers others, as will appear in dug 
time by their own Depoſitions, have been tempted to be ſeryiccable in the ſame Dehign. Fifth- 


. 1y, thatall this is' ſham, and proceeds from Subornaticn is evident beyond all control ; in 


that ſome of the ſix Witneſſes who were muſtered up ar the O!d-Ba:ly on Friday laſt, after they 
kad ſworn ſuch and ſuch things in the Face of the Court ; acknowledged to the Grand- Jury 
when the were Examined one by one, that they were hired unto it, and that they had a ſum 
of Money for doing of it. Which as it vindicates the Integrity of the Jury in returning 1g- 
#307 a7u5 Upon the BiY/;, fo it intimates unto us upon what Reaſons ſome whom I forbear to 
name, oppoſed their being Examined apart, Fer as all the perſons who ſerved in that Jury 
are men of that known honeſty and uprightneſs, that they would not willfully Perjure them- 
ſelves to ſave a Kingdom;ſo moſt of them are not only avowed Members of theChurch of Englagd, 
but two at this very time Church Wardens, and a third of them an Officer iu the Reformed M:- 
litia of the City. But it being hop'd that they will give the World an account of the Juſtice 
of their own VerdiQ,I ſhall leave what may be further faid in the Vindication of it to themlſelyes. 
But what will it amount unto towards the proot of a Proteſtant Plot, wherein my Lord of 
Shaftsbury and many other Great and worthy Perſons are iaid to be concerned ; if tome rafþ 
and unadviſed words ſhould be proved againſt Colledge and Whitaker,Shall other men,and thoſe 
the belt and wiſeſt in the Nation, under his Majeſty, be immediately judged Traitors, becauſe one or 
two warm and irconfiderate perſons have talk*t fooliſhly and extravagantly.

Þ His is to Aniwer your Command ia the beſt account I can gain of rhe Procced- 


ings here again{t Mr. Ce//ege. He was brought this Morning to his Tryal upon 
a Special Commiſion , and upon his Arraignment , he did ar firſt Refuſe to 
Picad ; but upon Second Thoughts, and better Advice, he Pleaded Not Guilty. 
His ſuggeſtions were, Thur as a /ee-man of London he ought not to be Tryed any where elſe 
for Treaſon: And he inſiſted turther upon the Reſtoring ſome Writings to him that had been 
taken from him, without which he would nor Plead. 

Now for your better underſtanding of this Paſſage, ſome of his Friends obtained leave 
from the Judges (as I am intorme.|) to'go to Viſit him, where it is ſaid that one A4aron Smith 
was obſcryed to put ſome Papers into his hand, which were preſently ſeized and carricd to 
the Attorny-General ; and theſe were rhe Papers that he demanded back again. The Court 
told him, that what was fit for him to have ſhould be delivered him, and fo they gave him 
back one of them, which was a Note of his Witzeſſes Names, There was a Second, which 
they ſay was a Speech intended for him to make uſe of athis Tryal, and that was denied him 
as a Libellous Paper. There was a Third alſo, which was matter of DireCtion what to Plead, 
'and how to mannage his Detence : and rhis they rold him was Equivalent to Councel, which 
was not to be allowed in cale of Treaſon, unleſs matter of Law appeared upon Pleading, 
bur all this notwithſtanding, the Court did fo far Indulge the Priſoner in all warrantable Fa- 
vours, that his Paper of Inſtructions was delivered him alſo, and only the Libellous Paper 
detained : And thereupon his two Friends, Mr. Starkey, and Mr. Aaron Smith 
being with him ar the Delivery of theſe Papers, were both of them called _ and obliged 
toenter into Recognizance to appear when the Court ſhould require it: t __ denying to 
anſwer the Court, being Interrogated about the Delivery of thoſe Papers, infiſting upon it, 
That no man was obliged to Confeſs any thing to his own Prejudice. Mr. College would 
nceds perſuade the Court that all the Proteſtants of England were concerned in the Conſe- 
quence of his Caſe, and Mr. Smith they ſay ſpake ſome words reflecting upon the Dignity 
of the Court, which ſome would haye had to be Recorded ; bur I do not hear that any fur- 
ther notice was taken thercof. 

It was a long Tryal, and could not be otherwiſe , Mr. College having between Forty and 
Fifty Evidences there, which were heard at harge, with all the Fairneſs and Patience imagin- 
ablc. Two of the Witneſſes were a Divine (as Itake it) and a Drawer. About Three of 
the Clock in the Morning, Augy/? 18. after half an hours Conſideration , the Jury broughr 
him in Guilty, with a great Shout upon the VerdiC&t : The Sentence being deterred rill Seven 
the next Morning. The High Sheriff was fo Candid and Generous, as upon hearing that 
one of the Jury had declarcd himſelf difaffe&ted to rhe Priſoner , he cauſed him to be ſtruck 
out. There were but Six Witneſſes for the King, One Iriſh-man, and the other Five Engliſh.

upon his Trial : and I think it had been no more than becomes all good Subjects, pa- 
tiently toatrend the ifſue of that affair; and not, as the Author of this Paper, who 
pretendFa ſervice and particular friendſhip to his Lord(hip, by Printing a lame Apolo- 
gy, to brivg his Actions upon the ſtage, and expoſe them to a more curious Examina- 
tion, than pcſſibly they would otherwiſe have fallen under. | 

Nor can | imagine, to what purpoſe the Vindicator ſhould endeavour to render his 
 Lordihips Fame and Intereſt ſo popular, as if the ſafety of the Nation, our Laws, Li- 

berties and Religion, were to have the ſame fate and period with his Lord(hips breath ; 
that he is to be cltcemed the main pillar of the Englifh Security 3 and that the hapmi- 
nefs of the Nation is chained to his good or ill Dettiny 3 unleſs he had a ſecret deſign. to 
do his Lordſhip a miſchief, by making him ſo infinitely popular. as thereby to become 
dangerous and ſuſpeQed 3 {ince it has been an old obſervation , colle&ed from the Hi-

The woule tenor and mniverſal 
condu?t o; whoſe life bave ſpoken him, not only a perſon of the greateſt Abilities and Wiſdom, 
but of the bigheft Loyalty to bis Majeſty, and warmeſt Zeal for bis Service that any theſe three 
Kingdoms have produced in this age, he will with great Indignation reſent the Abuſe put 
upon him by this forward Apolcgiſt, and his warm 7eal for his Majelties Service can- 
not be ſo ſoon frozen, as to endure ſuch warm refle&ions, to be, for his ſake thrown up- 
on his Prince, as can proceed from none but {uch SubjcCts as have ſued out a perpetual 
divorce between themſelves, and their Loyalty, and even the common decencies of good 
Breeding, ſince nothing worſe than Ingratitude can be charged upon the meanelt Sub- 
je, Ingratum ſi dixeris 3 and how much heavier is the ſcandal when *tis IevellV'd at one 
of the greateſt Monarchs in the Univerſe. 

Nor is it with leſs advantage to his Lordſhip , that the unthinking Vindicator takes 
ſuch pains to give the world an Inventory of his Lordlhips great Merits, ard That there 
is not a Nobleman or Gentleman within the Kings Dominions , to whoſe influence his Majeſty 
doth more owe bis peaceable and happy Reftauration. For beſides, that by notoriety of Fact 
it is apparently falſe, and that no perſon can eclipſe the glory of the 1i}ufirious Duke 
of Albemarle, ſounqucitionably allowed the happy Inſtrument, under Providence, of 
that wondrous event, If the Vindicator had meant honeſtly and fairly to his Majclty, he 
ought to have acquainted the world, that no Nobleman or Gentleman within the Kings 
Dominions has drank larger draughts of Royal Bounty than his Eordſhip, that from an 
Elftate of 3000 /. or thereabouts per ann. he is advanced to above treble the Annual Re- 
venue, belides ready money 3 that from the condition of a private Gentleman, he has, 
by his Majeſty, been raiſed to the honor of an Earldom, and a Peer of the Realm'of 
England ; that he was loaded with the honors of Privy Counſellor and Lord Chancel- 
lor of England, a place next in Honor and Power to the Throne: and ſure theſe were 
as high Rewards as a Subje& of the greateſt merit can pretend to, unleſs he would ask 
the Kingdom alſo. And the envious concealment of theſe uncommon Favours, and 
marksot Royal Bounty, looks as if the Vindicator had ſome very evil iotentions tohis 
Lordſhips Fame, and to make him ſuſpeQed of Ingratitude towards his Prince, rather 
than that the King ſhould have been ingrateful to him , which all the world knows to 
the contrary. 

But certainly the Apologiſt mult be one of the moſt ſpiteful perſons in the world to 
his Lordſhips Fame 3 for whoever pretends to vindicate the Reputation of any- perſon, 
with what is evidently falſe, muſi be deſigning to defame it at the highelt rate 3 for no- 
thing but a deficiency of Truth,can be ſuppoſed to tempt any perſon to flie to Falſhood, 
nor would any perſon make uſe of it, but with an intention to be detected : and it was 
either very malicious, or improper , to tell the world, That the King can never forget the 
many great and memorable ſervices which this Gentleman did him , when few bad either Cou- 
rage, Loyalty. or Prudence to render thew uſeful to his Tntereſt. For beſides the ingrateful re- 
fietion of Cowards, Fools and Traitors thrown upon the indefinite number of his Ma- 
jetties Friends, what can this be, but to refreſh the memories of the whole Nation with 
things much to the diſadvantage of his Lord(hips Reputation, and he will have much 
to do to lay the Devil of Curioſity which he has hereby conjured up, or to perſuade the 
world to believe, that when Sir Antbony Aſhly Cooper was in the beginning of the late 
times in actual Hoſtility againſt the King, that during Olvers Uſurpation, when his hand 
is to ſo many illegal and arbitrary Orders in the Council-Book, and the ſevereſt againſt 
the Royal Party, I ſay he will bea great Artiſt indeed, it he can perſuade either the King, 
or his People to forget them, or to-remember them as memorable Services: and no man 
can believe, but when the Apologilt tells us, the King can never forget them, but that it 
isa more gentile way of reminding his Majeſty of them, who having torgiveu theſe me- 
morable Services, might otherwiſe be ready to forget them too. 

To the ſame cffe& we will ſuppoſe he takes another head of Reputation to recom- 
mend his Lord(hip to the world from his ſucceſsful adminiſtration of his Majeſties Affairs, 
for many years together. Jult like the little Knave , who being chid at a Gen:!cmans Ta- 
ble for taking notice of a Stranger, who had a very extraordinary Noe, tic next time 
he ſaw him he mended the matter, with ſaying, that Gentleman has no Noe at all. So 
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pur Apologiſt mentions the ſuccelsful adminiſtration of Aﬀairs, as if there had been no 
noſe at allon the face of them; as who ſhould ſay, I do not tell you who it was that 
adviſcd the breaking of the Triple-League 3 1 fay nothing about the ſhutting up of the 
Exchequer nota word of Delenda eſt Carthago, at any rate Delenda eſt Carthago, that 
out of pure zeal tothe Proteltant Interelt, and Religion, Holland muſt, like Carthage, be 
utterly deſtroyed z for thus it will happen when men write Apologics : it does but whet 
the edge of Curiolity, to be prying into things, which they obſerve arc ſo indutiriouſly 
covered and concealed. Et fugit ad ſalices, & ſe cupit ante videri. 

And what Apology can be made for the tine ſtory of his Lordfhips withdrawing him- 
{clt trom the adminiſtration of Publick Afairs? tnce it 15 well known, that many of 
thoſe grcat tranſations which the world is now made believe wcre in order to the in- 
trod.:cing Popery and ſubverſion of the Proteliant Intereſt at home and abroad, as the 
Dutch War, French League, (butcing up the Exchequer , were acted while his Lordſhip 
farc at the Stcerage, and did ſo ſucceſsfully mannage bis Majeſties Affairs. And people will 
be apt to think the Apologitt has done his Lordſhip no right, hnce it is obvious he mult 
needs know what the general fame ſpcak him an Adviſerot, and an Afſifiant to thoſe 
Mcaſines and Counſels, for which the Vindicator would have us belicve his Lordſhip 
withdrew fiom the adminiſtration of Publick Afﬀairs. 

The Viadicator has bzen a great Traveller , and it may be derives an authority from 
thence by virtue of the Proverb,to impoſc upon us 3 or otherwiſe how comes he to know 
that the whole Poſſe of the Eccleſafticks was muttered up to detame him? and they muſt 
indecd, bave @ very implicit obedience who to ſink and eclipſe the Credit of this Peer, (ſhould 
make uſe of their Pulpits to that purpoſe, rather than to gain ſouls to God, or commend Je- 
ſus Chriſt t: the Conſciences of men. Truly this is a heavy charge againſt the whole Order 
of Eccleſiaſticks, that they ſhould Preach Blaſphemy againſt the Earl of Shaftsbury , 
but the Apologiſt ſhould-have remembred; that in the ſame breath, he ſays the Clergy 
have no Honor to loſe; and then he needed not to have laid any ſtreſs upon their en- 
deavours : for what is the Moon the worſe, for the barking of the Curs? And indecd it 
is very unfortunate for his Lordſhip, to have ſuch a Champion for his Reputation, who 
has evidently forfeited all title to Credit or Eſteem : he who values not his own Reputa- 
tion being an ill Advocate for that of another. For I dare appeal to his Lordſhip for the 
falſbood ot this ſcandal, who knows very well, that more Ecclefiaſticks in this Age are 
perſons of Honor and quality, and it may be men of as great Learning than any former 
Ages have known; and if ever the Clergy of England deſerved the CharaQter, Clerus 
Britannicus jtupor mundi, I think, and fo do better Judges than my ſelf, that the preſent 
Engliſh Cicrgy may pretend to it. | 

It has not been my fortune, or any of my acquaintance that I have enquired of, to 
hear any of the Clergy take their Texts about the Lord Shaftsburyz only I have heard 
of one, who in my Lords own Country was very bold , but whether in the Pulpit or out 
of it I know not; and that my Lord, notwithſtanding that, generouſly gave him a very 
good Benehice when it feli 3 whether true or falſe I do not aver : but if it be true, it ſeems 
my Lord and his Apologilt differ in their ſcnſe, and that my Lord does not think ſpeak- 
ing againſt him ſo unpardonable a fin as the Vindicator does. | | 

I have nothing to ſay to his cndeavouring to make his Lordſhip look white by bring- 
ing him out ot Mrs. Celiers Mcal-Tub but I think the Apologiſt extremely to blame in 
vilitying the Evidence, and beltowing ſuch language as would better become an Oyſter- 
womans Vindication, than that of a Noble Pcer.

{on ; the Lawsadjudge me to this Death, and I come hirher willingly to 
ſubmit to it: I pray God forgive all thoſe perſons that had any hand in 
it. I dodeclareto you, whatever hath been ſaid of me, I was never a Pa- 
piſt, or ever that way inclined ; they have done me wrong, I was ever a 
Proteſtant, I was born a Proteſtant, I have lived ſo, and ſo by the Grace 
of God I will dye, of the Church of Eze/azd, according to the beſt Refor- 
mation of the Church from all Idolatry, from all Superſtition, or any thing 
that is contrary to the Goſpel of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour. 
I do declare I was never in any Popiſh Service, Prayers or Devotions + 
in my life, fave one time about ſome 17 or 18 years ago, as near as [ re- | 
member, I was out of a Curioſity one Aﬀerings at St. James's Chappel, the 
Queens Chappel, at Sr. James's ; except that one time I never di hear any 
Popiſh Service, any thing of the Church of Rove, Maſs or Prayers, or 
any thing elſe, Private or Publick.

hended and brought before the Council, ſome of the Council, the Secreta-

FTER many diſcourſes between him and me, in which he ſeemed to be coam- 
paſſionately concerned: for -my having been-a pciſoner- ſo long ( which I 
told him was nigh Four years both in Waterford and here, .) he adding; 
ſaid, he much lamented my misfortunes, by. reaſon that. my face pro- 

miſed that .I was uo ordinary perſon, and that there could. be no 

ter torment in the World than for a generous Soul to be debarred of- Jt- 

berty, and pen up in a clole, {tincking and foathſoms confinement. He went on, fay- 
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ing, I would ſoon procure you as much Money as will ſet you at liberty and put 
you in a good cquipage, if you will condeſtend to ſome things to be by me propaled; 
In anſwer whereunto, I ſaid I ſhould willingly embrace the 'olter, Raghrs be t was both 
legal and poſſible; and ſo bad him comtinue* his diſcourſe, Who Teplyed; you muſt 
Firſt take an Oath of Secrecy, it being a matter of Weight and Conſequence, and with- 
out which he durſt not acquaint me with it, After a ſhort paule, I imagined by his pre- 
ceding diſcourſe that it might be ſome grand Deſign he had ro inform me of, where- | 
upon ſeeing me at a ſtand, he then ſaid, you ſeem to be ſcrupulous of what I endeayour 
for your enlargement; but be aſſured, if you will be rul'd by me, you are and ſhall be 
a happy Man ; and ſo he drew out of his pocket a ſinall Bible or Teſtament, and admi. 
niſtred to me this following Oath, viz. 


Conjure you by our Lord and Saviour Feſns Chriſt, by bis bitter death" and paſſion, by the 
Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and all the Bleſſed and Holy Saints and Angels, by the "Holy Mother 
the Church, by this Sacred Scripture, and as you bope for Salvation, if you do not att what 
ſhalt by and by tell you, at leaſt that-you- keep it concealed during life without any Equiyecation, 
Diſſimulation, or mental Reſervation, ſo help you God and all his Holy Saints. Amen. 


After this he ſaid you cannot but be ſenſible that the Church of ' Rome is the only Ca- 
tholick, Apoſtolick, and-unfeigned Church, and the Pope, being God's Vicegerent on 
earth, hath power- to pardon and forgive all ſinners that are members of the ſaid 
Church, be their ſins neyer ſo great and heinous; 1 queſtion not but you believe all this,

( ſaid the above Father ) we will make the world believe there was no Poptſh Plot but 
a Presbyterian Plot, and they will be utterly confounded, and we cleared, and all Pref: 
byterians and other like Diſſenters, be accuſed not only ot the ſaid Plot, but be reputed 
guilty of all the Blood that hath been ſpile. If you will .uaderta'ce this, you need not 
doubt but that you ſhall have the Prayers of the Catholick Churci to proſp?r you ; and 
beſides other Witneſſes ſhall be procured to ſecond this your Information without any 
ſhow or colour of ſuſpicion, if by Gold and Silver tliey may be obtained. r 


Further, ſaid he, the Catholick Lords in the Tower have already given large ſums 
of Money, to ſubborn Witneſſes againſt the Earl of Shaftsbary ; forty will appear againſt 
him, and ſee how it is likely to go with him; and you will be affiſted beyond expectati- 
on ; ſor weare all reſolved to make it a Presbyterian Plot ; and ir is as eaſfie for you 
to carry on this buſineſs, as it is for you to ſay the Pater-Noſter. So | told him [I 
did not know the above Parſon ack - or Dr. Harris, .or Harriſon. Then quoth he, 
you muſt write to them, and in your Letters ſay, that you have been a leud and wick- 
cd Sinner, and that you have been a long time out of the way, and now, God touching 
you with an inward Remorſe of Conſcience, you deſire them to come to you for Chriſt 
Jeſus ſake, to adminiſter ſome Spiritual comfort to you, and you'l be ſure to haye them 
come to you, they being the notedlſt of their Function, where they are: And after they 
have been with you, and been ſeen with you by others in this Houſe, it is enough for this 
buſineſs, and will turn to the ruin of themſelves, and many thouſands of them, whoſe 
Blood 1 hope to live to ſee ſpilt by the hands of the Catholicks; and I am certain, in 
three years time, things will be ſo effeCtually done, 'that there will not be a Proteſtang 
living in Englandor Ireland.

Money and Cloaths-like a Gentleman : ſo he made a ſhort extempore Prayer, exhorting 
me toa true performance, adding, how dangerous it Would be for me to prove falſe, 
and ſo went away.

The unſpeakable Miſeries, Miſchiefs and Datigers which inevitably follow on the 
want hereof, we need not have recourſe to former times torelate; the Preſent Age having 
felt effeQually the ſmart thereof, and many of our ſelves cannot but remember 


On the other hand, the great Benefit, Satisfation, and Comfort, which are reſtored 
when the Government is returned to its Antient Conſtitution, asit was by the miraculous 
Reſtoration of his Sacred 'Majeſty to his Throne and Dignity ; and the Bleſſed Effets 
thereof which we have enjoyed for above twenty years laſt. paſt ; cannot be of 
leſs weight than to perſwade all ( whom their own Wills and Intereſts have not hardned 
into Obſtinacy ) to the Higheſt and beſt Eſteem of our preſent Governments, and to 
exert their utmoſt endeavour towards'the Countenance and Support thereof. 


It is heartily to be wiſhed that all men would be of ſuch Good Principles,and Ingenuous 
Diſpoſitions as tolive contentedly and Obediently under the beſt Government, of the beſt 
of Princes ; and in the enjoyment of the beſt of Priviledges,the Proteſtant Religion, Liber- 
'Y, Property and Peace can afford'us. But Experience teaches us that thd it may be de- 
ired, ye it can never be expeted; whilſt Intereſt leads men the contrary way, whilſt 


Diſobedience is ſo interwoven with ſome mens Creeds, and whilſt Rebellion doth paſs 
for a Profitable Sin. 


This Year hath been a Year wherein the face of Publick Afairs have appeared in great 
variety ; it hath been a year of Great Expectation, of Great Diſcoveries,Great Endeavours, 
and Great Diſappomtments. Providence hath ſeemed to be involved ina Cloud, and to 
diſcover it ſelf only by its Chequer Workings; notwithſtanding all which being now 
Happily arrived at the End thereof,and-having this Opportunity put into our hands, we 

| cannot 
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cannot but with all Humility and Thankfulneſs of Heart,acknowledge the Infinite Good- 
neſs and Mercy of Almighty God exerciſed towards us in the manifold mercies we ſtill en- 
joy ; in the Gracious Continuation of Health in our Dwellings and Peace within our bor- 
ders ; when moſt part of our Neighbour Nations are imbroiled in Wars,and the diſmal 
conſequencesthereof. For preſerving the Kings Majeſty in his happy Reign over us,not- 
withſtanding all the wicked Machinations of the ſons of Violence, whereby they have 
Diligently ſought to Murder,or Depoſe him ; and thoſe, whether our Open. and Decla- 
red Enemies, of the Religion of the Church of Rome, or other Seditious and Ungrate- 
ful men, who under pretence of Zeal, Religion, and Loyalty, put themſelves in a 
Better Condition to perpetrate their Wicked Deſigns ; who tho from Differing Intereſts, 
and unto Differing Ends, yet concur with the tormer in this Third thing ; The Ruin 
of Monarchy, and the Subverſion of 'the Government. But the hand of Juſtice 
hath Begun to find them out, and hath Diſtrbuted to ſome of them the Juſt Reward 
of their Treafonable and Wicked Enterprizes. Sothat there is Good Hopes that Ven- 


geance Will not ſuffer ſuch Murderers to eſcape, and that ſuch Blood-thirſty and De- 
ceitful men ſhall not live out half their Days. 


Alſo we returnour True and Unfeigned Thanks to our Soveraign Lord the King for 
all thoſe Unſpeakable Benefits which from the Throne of his Majeſty are Freely dif- 
penſed for the Advantage of his People, for his great Wiſdom in Foreſceing ap- 
proaching' Dangers, and taking timely care to Prevent them from falling on his Sub- 
Jets. And for all thoſe frequent inſtances of his Grace and Goodneſs towards 
\ this City; and more eſpecially for his Gracious Condeſcention in his laſt moſt 

Gracious Declaration, to give the meaneſt of his Subje&ts an account of ſome of the 
| Greateſt of his A&tions, wherein amongſt many other things ( of his Royal Bounty 
promiſed ) he is pleaſed to inſert his Special Care of the Proteſtant Religion as by 
Law eſtabliſhed ; his Intentions of Governing by Frequent Parliaments, 'and his Reſo- 


ivtions that he will never ſuffer his People to be Ruind by Arbitrary Power, either 
of Himſelf or their Fellow-Subjects. SLIED 


' In the next place we Preſent our Hearty Thanks to the Worſhipful Sir Richard Hart, 
late Mayor of this City, for the Several and Singular infances of his Extraordinary 
Readineſs and Care in Serving this Ciry in thoſe Emergent Occaſions which happened 
in the year of his Majoralty ; In the beginning whereof things appeared with a Sad 

and Diſmal Afpe&, for that the Fattious Party in this City — to a Head, 

knew no Bounds to their own Miſchievous Deſigns: Firſt hex rad d the Magiſtrates 
and Miniſters, and other his Majeſties beſt Subj 10us Name of Papiſts ; 


jects with the 
then they procured ſeveral Aldermen to be Seized on and Impriſoned. The then 
late Sheriffs to be taken into Cuſtody, our Miniſters, to be ſeveral of them ſeverely 
Threatned and one (with whom they began ) to be ſeverely Handled, to be under a 
long Confinement, and expoſed to their Malitious Slanders by Libellers and Pamph- 
leteers even of their own Procuring, and all this at great Diſtance from their Own 
Homes, to the vaſt Expence of their Eſtates and manifeſt Hazard of their Lives. For 
Accomplithing whereof, they got themſelves admitted Members of ſuch Clubs in 
London,as made them fitter for ACting this, and what they had farther Projeted. And 
then they proceeded publickly to Threaten utter Ruin to ſeveral other Aldermen ; 
many Members of Common-Council,and other ſubſtantial Inhabitants of this City to 
the number of ſeveral Scores at once, under the Notion of Pulling down the Artillery ; 


and no leſs then utter Undoing to a whole Grand Fury for Declaring their Opinion in 
the matter of Petitioning, 


They go on ( by their Old refuge of Lyes ) to render the Intereſt of this City very 
Contemptible in the Face of the Nation, openly Declaring at Weſtminſter, before the 
Members of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, that our Mayor was there a Factor 
for the Abhorrers of Bri/to/, and that Himſelf was one of them, and did publickly De- 
clare before the Commons of Eg/and that it was a Crime in Briftol in the year 1679 
to Acknowledge that there was any Popiſh Plot.. All things ſeeming to lye at the mer- 
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cy of their ſalſe Tongues, and to be Obnoxious to the Proſecution of their unreafona- 
ble Anger. \ re ms 

It was now Crime enough to be declared Loyal, and almoſt Capitai to coptradi_& 7; 
naticiſm, tor tothat Confidence were they grown, "That theſe Words [ 70 {haiZ nn-

them; to what further Heights they weuld have proceeded, neither themſelves nor 
any gthier could know, had not Peliverance ariſen in ſuch a way as they never thought 
of; except it wasto to damn it as [mpoſlible. 


"This was the time wherein our faid then Mr. Mayor was ? ax to.( the manifeſt 
hazard of Himſelf, his Credit and Eſtate, ) to interpoſe and aſſert the Right and I::- 
tereſt of this City, and with great Care and Induſtry did bring off the Cauſe thereof 
very much to its Reputation and Advantage ; for which, and tor his Readineſs to do 
the like on all other Occaſions, and for the whole Management of Publick Afairs dus 
ring his year of Mayoralty, we preſent him with our Hearty Thanks. 


We likewiſe preſent our Hearty Thanks 'to the Worſhipful Court of Aldermen for 
their readineſs to Stand by;and Encourage, and Afliſt our faid Mayor 1n all thoſe things 
that tended to the Publick Good ;- For that by your OY Endeavours herein the Cre- 
dit and Reputation of this City is publickly retrieved, fo that his Sacred Majeſty hath 
been graciouſly pleaſed to conceive Better and more Friendly thoughts of us, and we 
hope tor the future will find no cauſe to eſteem. us, otherwiſe than as one of his Loyal

The little Experignce which we have had within the ſpace of one year laſt paſt hath 
let the World ſee, That when men of ill Principles ſet their Ambitious eyes upon, 
the . Government. Their reſtleſs Endeaveurs. will ſtick at nothing which Te 
think may conduce to the bringing it into their Hands; and that thoſe who think 
themſelves too good to be Governed by Law, think all others but good enough to Re- 
ceive Law from them. But Bleſſed be God wenow ſee the Creſt of the Faction fairly 
fallen, the Countenance of its Abetters Dejeted,and their Actions receive publick Diſ- 
couragement ſo that the great Expectation they had of __—_ once more the Ma- 
nagement of the Government, being wholly for this time Diſappointed : We do hear- 
tily wiſh they would now fit down contentedly under the Government as it is already 
Eflabliſhed, as it becomes Good Chriſtians and Dutiful SubjeRts : but if not, if they 
will ſtill perſiſt to trouble the Waters for their own more profitable Filhin 
We all know the Law is made for the Lawleſs and Diſobedient, and the Sword 
of Jaſtice is intruſted in the hands of the Miniſters of Juſtice for the Chaſtiſing ot 
evil Manners, and for the puniſhment of evil Doers, as well as for the encouragement 
of them that do well: and therefore if the Laws Enacted are in force, and if Laws 1n

We ſhould not have ſaid ſo much on this particular had it been the Condition of this 
Place alone : but the true Yox Patriz, in all the Loyal Addreſſes lately preiented to the 
Kings Majeſty,agree that the cauſe of all the troubles we have been ſenſible of, or may 
now fear, hath been occaſioned by thoſe amongjit us, who by Diſlenting from, declare 
themſelves Enemies to the Government as it is now Eſtabliſhed, and that the only way 
to preſerve Peace is to bring the AQtions of all men to be conformable ro thoſe TR

Laws, by which all good men endeavour to regulate their Lives; and agaip\f the Seve- 
rities and Execution whereof, none but the Guilty and Self-condemned Criminals Storm 
and Revile. | 


We do therefore Recommend it to your Worſhips, as a matter moſt worthy 
your utmoſt care, The Obſervation and Preſervation of the good Laws of this 
Kingdom, in Reference both to Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Concernments ; That you 
by all means Diſcourage all manner of Prophaneſs and. Debauchery; That you continueto 
be Conſtant and Vigorous Aſſerters of the Proteſtant Religion according to the Laws of 
this Kingdom now eſtabliſhed, wp true Profeſſion whereot is an Antidote againſt the 
numerous evils we lye under, and the Cauſes of what we farther fear ; -and a Thoro 

United Conformity whereunto would be an Invincible Bulwark againſt the wicked 
Machinations of all our Enemies: And that you would be pleaſed always to endeavour 
the Preſervation of the Peace of this City by all thoſe means the Law hath preſcribed, 
ind Experience hath taught are neceſſary to be uſed. 


Many things have been preſented to this Court, and now lye'before your Worſhips b 
former Grasd-Furies ; particularly thoſe of Eaſter and Mrdſomer-Seſfions laſt, whic 
we Recommend to your Worſhips care, as worthy to be confidered of in order to their 
Amendment : Many thingsalſo have been Preſented by the Conſtables of the ſeveral 
Wards in this Quarter-Seſſions: And what other things have further come to our Know- 
ledge, we have Ennumerated in a Paper hereunto annexed ; To which we humbly refer 
the Court; and conclude with Our Hearty Prayers that God would Bleſs all your Wor- 
ſhips Endeavours for the rendring of this City an United and a Flouriſhing City : That 
God will bleſs this Kingdom with the great Bleſſings of Proſperity and Peace,and all his 
Majeſties SubjeQs with the Bleſſed Efte*ts thereof. And chiefly,that God would bleſs the 
Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty with Health, Length of Days,ViRtory,Riches and Honour : 
That he may live to ſee the Fruit of all his extraordinary Care,and Wonderful Wiſdom,in 
Swaying the Scepter of theſe Kingdoms,returned tohim in Love and Loyalty from all his 
Subje&s. That thoſe that Riſe up _ Him may be as the Duſt before the Wind: That 
all his Enemies may be cloathed with Perpettai Confuſion;andrthar upon his Sacred Head 
and the Head of his RoyalPoſterity, the Crown may for ever Flouriſh.

have given it into the Court on a former Adjournment ; fince which 

,fime ſome New Matter being come to our Knowledge, which we 

 . cannot without apparent Violation of our Truit, negle& to bring 

betore your Worſhips, do make bold farther to Preſent. 

And we do therefore Preſent, That the Court of Oyer and 7; erminer, ang General 
Goal-delivery held for this City-and County, being Lawfully called upon the eighteenth 
day of this inſtant, Ofober ; The Wilful Departure of Sir Rebert Atkins, our Recorder, 
from the faid Court, and thereby annihilating the ſame ( his Preſence being eſlenti- 
_ alto the Conſtirution thereof, ) after the Grand Jury were Sworn, the Juſtices on 

the Bench, the appearance of Proſecutors and Witneſſes in ſeveral Notorious Murders 


and

and Felonies attending, and the Bills of Inditment againſt ſome of them, (viz.One againſt 
Nicholas Butler for Felony and Burglary another againſt Francis Warden for Felony and 
Burglary, and another __ Elizabeth Windgzett, tor Murdering her Baſtard Chitd, ) 
being by the ſaid Grand-Fery found, and ready to be delivered into Court : The She- 
riffs ready attending with their Goal, and the Priſoners at the Bar waiting the:r Deli- 
verance, is a moſt Unpreſidented denyal of Juſtice, and a moſt Unwarrantable and 
Arbitrary Proceeding, :In compariſon whereof, the ſo much complained of Diſcharge of 
a Grand-Fury in Middleſex, ſome time ſince, before their uſual time of being Diſcharg- 
cd ( there being only a poſſibility ths _—— be prefered t6them : And the Court 
continued ſtill to be a Court, and to do Juſtice withont them ) is fot ſo much as to be 
mentioned or thought of : This neceffarily tending to the Impunity of Notorious 
Offenders, beſides other Miſchiefs ; as the Proſeeutors and Witneſſes being Diſcharg- 
ed of their Recognizances, by the Diſcontifiuance of the Court ; The Offenders conti- 
nued in Gaol without Proſecution ; His Majeſties Gracious Charter to this City, by 
which the ſaid Court is Granted, beyond expreſſion, Aftronted ; The Mayor and Alder- 
men, his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, openly Contemned ; The Honour and Juſtice 
of this City greatly Diſparaged ; and his own Unfaithful Execution of his Office, as 
Notoriouſly Betrayed and made Publick. 

And it is our Opinion that his endeayouring to avoid the Swearing of Sir Richard 
tart, an Alderman, is not only an Aggravation of this Offence, but another denyal 
of diſcharging his Duty : For he,the ſaid. Sir Richard Hart,being by the faid Sir Robert 
Atkins himſelf, together with the Mayor and, Court of Aldermen, Nemine C-1t; 1d. 
cente, Legally and Duly Elefted, the Swearing of him becatne a Duty Executive in 
the Mayor and Recorder, the Arbitrary part of it being determined by the EleCtion : 
For ſhould it bein the Power of the Mayor,or Recorder,or both,to retuſe Swearing an 
Alderman duly Ele:ted, the very Conſtitution of Aldermen, on which the Ju- 
ſtice of this City doth principally depend, as it is preſcribed in our Charter, would 
neceſfarily be Deſtroyed ;” and the whole Power of making Aldermen be virtually 
devolved into the Mayor 'and Recorder aljne. 

Wherefore we make it out humble Requeſt, that either by Complaint to the Kings moſt 
Sacred Majeſty,or by Difplacing the ſaid Sir Kobert Arins, or by ſuctt uiier Methods of 
Proceedings, as to your Worſhips ſhall ſeem moſt Fitting and EffeCtual, we may be Re- 
dreſſed for this preſent Grievance, and be ſecured for the Future againſt ſuch Failure of 
Juſtice, and Arbitrary Proceedings within this City.

our Judgments, I might notappear after ſo much reſolute Conſtancy,now dotiſhand fluctuating. 
But for your whole Diſcourſe, Noble Peer, I muſt be plain in telling you, that not I, but 
the Likenels of it to that Speech you made in the Howſe, which being publiſhed, the Hangman 
committed to the Flames, hath publiſh'd you the Author: And you do ſo mince this A4ſoci- 
ation, and turn and wind it fo tenderly, that it ſeems your own ProjeCtion, and a Brat fo 
taking in your AfﬀeCtions, that every  Abhorrence of it is a Daggers point at your Heart.

He ſaid the Anſwer was pronounced by Mr. Ferguſon, and the Lord Grey ſpoke to 
to the ſame purpoſe. And being interrogated whether the Lord Ryſſe/ were ſo near 
as to hear the Meſlage, he ſaid he was ſo near, and could nor but hear tt. And being 
asked by the Lord Ruſſel, whether he conſented to the Anſwer, he declared upon his 
Oath, that the Lord Ruſſel did conſent. And that they thn treated and conſulted of 
the General Riſing. And both Colonel Rumſey and Mr. Shepherd did ſwear, That 
the L.Ruſſel and the reſt did conſult at Mr.Shepherds about (eizing of the Kings Guards. 
And having at a former Meeting appointed ſome of chew Number, wiz. the Duke of 
Monmouth, Lord Grey, and Sir Thomas Armſtrmg, to view 1n what poſture the Guards 
were , they made Report to the reſt there , they found them veiy- remiſs in their 
Duties , and: might be eafily ſeized. Mr. Shepherd, ſwore that their meeting at 
his houſe was.not caſual but appointed by themſelves”, and. that they came late 
in the Evening, and that my Lord Ruſſe! mentioned not any private Bufineſs to him ; 
neither had he then any private Buſineſs with the Lord Ryſſe/. But the Lord Ruſſel 
pretending he came to taſte ſome Sherry which: he had beſpoke of »MEF: Shepherd, 
_ Mr. Shepherd denied upon his Oath, that the Lord Rſſe! had beſpoke any Sherry of 
him, er mentioned any ſuch thing then to hum. | % 

' The Lord Howard gave in Evidence upon his Oath, that there was a defign 
of a General Riſing , both in O#cber and November laſt : and that the Earl of 
 Shaftsbwry then acquainted him , he had Ten thouſand brisk Boys ready. . And 
after the Departure of the Earl of Shaftsbury , it was _ 'neceſfary, for the 
preventing f Confufion, and more orderly managing of the Ruling, that a ſele& 
Council ſhould be held for that co ang : And accordingly the Duke. of Monmouth, the 
Earl of Eſſex, the Lord Ruſſel, Colonel Sidney, Mr. Hambiden juror, and-himlelf, met 
in Famary laſt at Mr. Hambdens Houſe 1n Reſſel ſtreet, and debated certaini/Prelimina- 
ries to the Riſing. Amongſt others, Whether che Rifingſhould be in London firſt, or 
in the Country firſt, or in both at once; and the major.opinion inclined to have the 
Rifing both in Londen and the Country at one time. That ſoon after they held a ſe- ' 
cond Meeting at the Lord Ruſels houſe; where all the. laſt menttoned Perſons were 
preſent, and where they again debated of the Rifing, and then came to this reſolu- 
tion, That ſome Perſon ſhould be ſent into Scotland to invite ſome Perſons thence, 
from the diſcontented Scots to treat with them, Thar they might be afſured of what 
 Afiſtance they might expect from the Scots. ' That that matter was committed by 
them to the ſpecial Care and Conduct of Colonel Sidney. And that Colonel Sidney 
acquainted him he had ſent Aaron Smith into Scotland accordingly ; and that he had 
given him threeſcore Guineys to defray the charges of his Journey. 4; 

The Lord Howard interrogated by the Lord Ruſſel, whether he ſaid any thing in 
thoſe Debates, declared upon his Oath thar though his Lordſhip never uſed to ſpeak 
much, yet he did ſpeak 1n thoſe debates, and conſented to what was done. 

This was the fubſtance of the Evidence, though delivered by the Witneſſes more at 
large, as will appear by their Depolitions __ they are printed with the Trial. A 
clearer Evidence to prove the Facts chargedvf Meeting and Conſulting to raiſe a Re- 
bellion withiu che Kingdom, and to ſeizr-the Kings Guards, I believe the moſt expe- 
rienced' Perſon in the Laws can never ſhew was ever produced at the Trial of any 
' Traitor.. . To the greateſt. and ſtrongeſt part of the Evidence, which js that of the 
Lord.Howard, and ſo much of Colonel Rumſeys which relates to the General Riſing, of 
which the Watneſles make full proof, the Paper gives no an wer at all, With what 
confidence then can the Author of that Paper introduce a: dying man, aſſerting his 
* own Innocence, and charging the Jury with forwardnels and myjuſtice, when the Cri- 

- minal camot deny the Facts upon ,which the Jury gave their Verdict. But thele Facts, 
whether true or falſe, the Criminal would not examine. And if he could not, or 
would not aflert them to be falſe, no man of any common Ingenuity can doubt them

Proof ſtated ; but it was one of the In- 
ſtances ro make out againſt him the general delign of ratfing a Rebelhon, as one-of 
the propereſt ways to {ecure the general Rifing, and was ſufficiently proved by two 
Witneſſes to have been conſulted upon to that purpoſe.

The Death of the King in 
that Law, 15 not reſtrained to killing of his Natural Perſon, but extends as well to 
Civil Death as Natural. To Confſpire to Depoſe the King, 1s equally High Treaſon 
with that of Killing the King : So for Impriſoning of the King, or ſeifing or ta- 
king of him into the power of his Subjects, or for laying any Force or Reſtraint upon 
him, until he do what his Subje&ts would have hum. Theſe are all High Treaſon, 
for compaſling his Death, either Natural or Cwil; and all Overt-A&s, which des . 
clare the intent of effecting any of theſe Crimes, as all Meetings, Conſulrations, 
and Agreements to riſe in Rebellion, and to ſerſe upon the Kings Guards, which are 
his defence againſt Force, and invite the aid and affiſtance- of the Kmg's Subjets of 
any other of his Kingdoms, plainly are Overt-ARs, of compaſling the King's Death 
and ſohave been adjudged 1n all Times, when ever ſuch Caſecame into Judgment.

| done; for notwithſtanding his Jarge Profeſſion of his 

Faith there, He has not fluck to inſert as many falſe- 

hoods in this laſt Paper, as any man that ſuffered 1n 

the Pop:ſh Viet is charged co have done in his Laſt 

Speech. 

In 0Rober laſt Capt. Walcot acquainted me that there 
was a Defign to Aﬀſfafſinate the Kzng and Duke 1n their 
return that Month from Newmarket ; and that if that 
were not effefted, an Inſurretion was intended on the 
Nineteenth of Nep. following, which was the firſt 
knowledge I had of any Real Plot whatſoever carrying 
on againft the Ajng. He told me indeed though he 
thought an Aſſaſſination Lawfu), he look'd upon it as 


an ungenerous thing, and therefore would ndt engage 


Perſonally in it; but he told me he would be con- 
ccrn'd in the Inſurreion, and expeRted to be a Coll. of 
Forſe, and world have had me taken a Command under 
Him, which I refuſed ; and he defired me to buy Him a 
Tuck and lend him myſilk Armour, which I agreed to do.

There was then ſome propoſal by Ferguſon to 
ſee for an opportunity of 'an Aﬀaſſination berween 
Windſor and Hampton-Court ; but all thoughts of that 
and of the Tay-bouſe which was then alfo nam'd, were 
ſoon laid afide, and a General Inſurreipn became the 
thing only intended.” Tis true he never ſaw the Arms be- 
caute they were never ferch'd from the Gunſmith till 
afeer the Diſcovery, but he was very Intimate and 
faniliar with Fumbold who was to be the priucipal 
Adter in the Aſſaſſination, ad was at molt of the meet- 
ings, and particularly at that when the Arms were 
agreed tq be hought. The! men to commir the Aſſaſi- 
nation were all provided by Ferguſon, Rumboid and 
Gpodgnough, as Capr. Walcot very well knew, and not 
ane to he procured by Coll. Rumſcy or my ſelf. 
He thought not fir co urge any thing of this at his 
Tryal, becaquſe he knew | he could be fo cafily 
anſwered. | 

As to the Combination he charges me and Coll. 
Rumſey with to (wear his agreement co fight the Guards, 
nothing can be more improbable. We parted at his 
Lodgings to ſeveral places unknown to each other,. and 
after we were in cuſtody were kept cloſe Priſoners 
withoutthe poſſibility of ſending a Note to, or receiving 
one from each other or any body elſe, and we ſaw nor 
each other ti]l we were called co give Evidence, and 
I had delivered my Evidence to the King ( ard ſol be- 
lieve Col. Rumſey had his) before Capt. Walcos was 
taken. Neither was there 'ar:y neceſlity to contrive 
ſuch a Charge againſt him, for his being atany meet- 
ings and debates which he confefſes, was ſufficient to 
make him Guiley of High Treaſon. Had he not been 
conſcious how fully we could charge him, he would noc 


have direQed his Son to tamper with Coll. Rumſey and 


me to mince our Evidence againſt him, as appeared by a 
Nate produced at his Tryal.I am not concerned at the ſly 
denunciation of judzmenrs upon us, which is an uſual 
thing with Men of his perſwaſion ( and it may be here- 
commended us to the revenge of tus Sons or ſome of his 
friends.) but wiſh he were no more guilty of prevari- 
cating with God, than I am of Pe:jury in my Evidence. 
He hath nor thought fic ro exprels in this Paper any 
ſenſe of his Guilt or Repencance for it, bur rather 
ſeems to rerain his Old Opinion of it's being a lawful 
thing He only blames his ewn Credulity, and adviſes 
his friends only againft truſting men, not againſt his 
crime, and in effeCt repeats what he ſaid tous at our part= 
ing ater the diſcovery, 242, that he believ'd God would 
yet deliver the Nation, but he aid not like the preſenc 
Inſtruments who have undertaken ir. 

If ic ſhall pleaſe the Ang to ſpare my Life for my 
Confeſſion and Repenrtance, it is a great nappineſs 1 can 
have it for doing no more than my Duty. By his Letter 
to the Secretary of State produced at his Tryal, i ap- 
peared he would gladly have ſav'd his own ſo, and de- 
fired to have made the D. of Ml. and other Perſons 
of Quality's blood (to uſe his own Phraſe) che Price of 
his own Life- which is a full Anſwer to that Popular 
Qbz-Ction he makes againſt our Evidence.
